in 22 classifications by retail stores 
in St. Louis and 8t. Louis County, 
beginning tomorrow, were an- 
nounced last night by Russell E. 
Gardner Jr., State director of the 
Office of Price Administration for 
Eastern Missouri. 

The general level of price ceil- 
ings will not be changed, but 
there will be reductions in in- 
stances where individual grocers 
have exceeded ceiling prices and 
the housewife will be able to 
check, through the dollars and 
cents listings, the maximum 
amounts which a food store may 
charge under any circumstances 
for a particular pound, package 
or dozen. 

Heretofore, there has been no 
practicable way to check on ceil- 
ing prices, as food stores have 
been permitted a percentage 
markup over wholesale prices to 
them. The local OPA office now 
has translated average percent- 
age markups into money figures. 

Action Taken in 150 Cities. 

Unrider the local OPA order, part 
of a simultaneous action taken in 
more than 150 cities throughout 
the nation in the drive to prevent 
increases in living costs, a top 
price is specified for each brand,

DRAWS PROTESTS 
BY CONGRESSMEN 


Changing RFC Act to 
Bar Payments  Dis- 


Paying Benefits to Pro- 
cessors, Not Producers. 


WASHINGTON, May 8 (AP).— 
The administration’s plan to use 
subsidy payments to cut retail food 
prices drew angry protests today 
from surprised members of Con- 
gress, along with intimations of 
legislative action to halt the move. 

Influential legislators said the 
Reconstruction Finane Corpora- 
tion, previously denied by Congress 
the subsidy authority to be exer- 
cised now, would receive a cool re- 
ception if and when it seeks addi- 
tional funds. 

Under the plan the retail prices 


of meat, coffee and butter would 
be rolled back on an average of 
10 per cent, effective June 1, with 
the RFC granting subsidies to 
processors, designed to free them 
from a price squeeze between pro- 
ducers annd consumers, 

Subsidies at Processor Levels. 

Although details of the program 
are yet to be completed, Office of 
Pricé Administration officials said 
that under present plans al] subsi- 
dies would be paid at the processor 
level—to the meat packers, butter 
manufacturers and coffee import- 


growers andn dairymen indirectly, 
they said, because the program 
contemplates a 10 per cent cut in 
retail prices on June 1 without a 
corresponding reduction in prices 
to producers. The subsidies will 
not, however, mean increased net 
income for the producers or proc- 
essors, they asserted. 

One official, unwilling to be 
quoted by name, summed up the 
program thus: “The idea is to roll 
back prices of the retailer, whole- 
saler and processor and at the 
same time make payments to the 
processor which will enable him to 
pay the raw material supplier a 
high enough price to encourage 
production.” 

2 Cents a Pound on Beef. 

The program, for instance, con- 
templates an average reducttion of 

scents a pound on the wholesale 
price of beef and veal which is 
expected to mean a retail saving 
to the consumer of approximately 
$8 cents. 

Meat packers have been protest- 
ing that the margin between exist- 
ing meat price ceilings and the 
price of live cattle is so small that 
some firms are losing money. 

In effect, the Government wil. go 
to the packer and say, “you must 
cut your prices but I will pay you 
enough so that you can continue to 
buy cattle at the same price you 
have been paying.” 

Officials emphasized that the 
payments will be adjusted, so that 
the packer will not get any ad- 
ditional profit. 

Way to Stimulate Production. 

Some officials viewed the subsidy 
program as providing a mechanism, 
too, which can be utilized to stim- 
ulate production of needed farm 
crops without increased costs to 
consumers. 

The Department of Agriculture, 
for instance, could use “support 
prices” to force up the price of a 
farm commodity in order to en- 
courage farmers tc grow it. At the 
same time, increaséd subsidies to 
the processor would permit the, re- 
tail price to be held stable. 

This already has been done in 
some cases. The suppo:< price of 
soybeans, for instance, is $1.80 a

LONDON, May 8 (AP).—A series 
of summer assaults around the rim 
of Adolf Hitler’s fortress from 
Norway to Greece—that’s what the 
British expect to see after Tunisia. 

“It is well at this moment of 
great promise,” the Daily Tele- 
graph said this morning, “to re- 
call that this African campaign 
was never anything more than a 
preliminary to bigger things.” 

Some of these next attacks may 
be feints. Some may have limited 
objectives. 

But some will be the real thing. 

That, at least, is Britain’s hope— 
the hope, as the Telegraph said, 
that the African campaign “has 


been concluded at small enough 
cost to make possible a deep pene- 
tration of the European fortress 
*this year.” 

Decisive Summer. 

‘Where and when the blows will 
fall is Hitler’s worry, t neither 
he nor the British seem to doubt 
that this will be the decisive sum- 
mer of the war. 

There is reason to believe that 
conferences for the final settle- 
ment of this decisive strategy al- 
ready have been arrangéd—or are 
even partly under way. 

This belief was bolstered by 
President Roosevelt’s announce- 
ment that he was sending Joseph 
E. Davies, former United States 
Ambassador to Russia, to Moscow 
with a message for Premier Stalin. 

A synthesis of European news 
reports, published and unpublished, 
presents a prospect of widespread 
and intense military activity to 
follow closely upon these confer- 
ences, 

Many Coasts Threatened. 

Potential invasion spearheads 
are aimed at the Axis from a dozen 
different quarters in bewildering 
profusion, 

The final capture of the Tunisian 
tip and the establishment of air 
domination over the Sicilian straits 
would open the Mediterranean 
fully to supplies for both Russia 
and invading British-French-Amer- 
ican forces.

Supplies already have been dis- 
tributed in Sfax, Gabes and Sousse, 
Lehman said, with the British and 
American armies co-operating in 
providing truck convoys.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, May 8 (AP).— 
Remnants of the beaten Axis Afri- 
can Army, devoid of supply bases 
and air aupport, were herded along 
the bomb-ridden roads skirting the 
Gulf of Tunis today toward Cape 
Bon peninsula with Allied armor 
and infantry in relentless pursuit 
which will end only when the last 
Axis soldier in Africa is dead or 
captured, 

Dawn found stubborn Axis 
pockets of resistance stil] fighting 
on isolated hill positions, after the 
streets of Tunis and Bizerte had 
been cleared, but the enemy was 
not expected to be able to put up 
any real delaying action except 
possibly in the mountaifig-and at 
the base of Cape Bon peninsula. 

As other Allied troops chased the 
shattered enemy forces into the 
peninsula, American armored units 
smashed to the Gulf of Tunis to 
cut off all escape for Axis forces 
in northernmost Tunisia and pris- 
oners were counted by the thou- 
sands, 

American Advance, 

Cashing in on the. capture of 
Tunis and Bizerte, the Americans 
cut the coastal highway between 
the two cities at a point 18 miles 
south of Bizerte, and the British 
captured Creteville, 15 miles south- 


east of Tunis on the northern side 
of the Base of Cape Bon penin- 
sula. 

There, only 25 miles from the 
port of Hammamet on the south- 
ern side of the peninsula’s base, 
British armor threatened to bottle 
up the main body of enemy forces 
in their last refuge on the African 
continent. 

The Second United States Army 
Corps, operating under a new com- 
mander, captured Chouigui, 21 
miles west of Tunis, and pressed on 
against enemy rear guards, The 
Allies held Chouigui pass, which 
guards the road to the junction of 
Tebourba, 


French Take Pont-du-Fahs. 


The Nineteenth French Corps 
occupied Pont-du-Fahg and British 
armored forces quickly took over 
three towns between that anchor 
of the enemy’s southern front and 
Medjez-el-Bab—Ksar Tyr, Ain el- 
Asker and Bir M’Cherga. 

With the new Allied offensive 
less than 72 hours old, a spokesman 
said the number of enemy pris- 
oners captured in this terrific push 
alone would total “many thou- 
sands,” and there were indications 
that it would go beyond 10,000.

Maximum prices which may be 
charged for nearly 900 food items 
in 22 classifications by retail stores 
in St. Louis and St. Louis County, 
beginning tomorrow, were an- 
nounced last night by Russell E. 
Gardner Jr., State director of the 
Office of Price Administration for 
Eastern Missouri. 

The general level of price. ceil- 
ings will not be changed, but 
there will be reductions in in- 
stances where individual grocers 
have exceeded ceiling prices and 
the housewife will be able to 
check, through the dollars and 
cents listings, the maximum 
amounts which a food store may 
charge under any circumstances 
for a particular pound, package 
or dozen. 

Heretofore, there has been no 
practicable way to check on ceil- 
ing prices, as food stores have 
been permitted a percentage 
markup over wholesale prices to 
them. The local OPA office now 
has translated average percent- 
age markups into money figures. 

Action Taken in 150 Cities. 

Under the local OPA order, part 
of a simultaneous action taken in 
more than 150 cities throughout 
the nation in the drive to prevent 
increases in living costs, a top 
price is specified for each brand, 
grade and size of the listed prod- 
ucts, 


The price is the present maxi- 
mum at which ll independent 
stores have been permitted to sell 


the listed items. Larger-volume 
stores have been operating under 
maximum. prices lower than those 
listed, and they will be required 
to obserye the lower ceilings. 

A special staff of OPA investi- 
gators will be assigned to the task 
of checking stores whose ceilings 
are below the new top prices to 
assure observance of the lower 
ceilings, Gardner said. 

Similar over-all maximum 
prices will be established week 
by week by the local OPA office 
until virtually every’ important 
item in the family market basket 
is listed. 

All retail food stores in the af- 
fected area—St. Louis and, rough- 
ly, the thickly populated part of 
St. Louis County bordering the 
city—must plainly mark their sell- 
ing prices for articles on the new 
list, The price must appear on 
the item itself or on the shelf or 
bin where it is displayed.

ANNOUNCEMENT 
DRAWS PROTESTS 
BY CONGRESSMEN 


Changing RFC Act to 
Bar Payments  Dis- 
cussed — Opposition to 
Paying Benefits to Pro- 
cessors, Not Producers. 


WASHINGTON, May 8 (AP).— 
The administration's plan to use 
subsidy payments to cut retail food 
prices drew angry protests today 
from surprised members of Con- 
gress, along with intimations of 
legislative action to halt the move. 

Influential legislators said the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion, previously denied by Congress 
the subsidy authority to be exer- 
cised now, would receive a cool re- 
ception if and when it seeks addi- 
tional funds. 

Under the plan the retail prices 
of meat, coffee and butter would 


be rolled back on an average of 
10 per cent, effective June 1, with 
the RFC granting subsidies to 
processors, designed to free them 
from a price squeeze between pro- 
ducers annd consumers, 

Subsidies at Processor Level. 

Although details of the program 
are yet to be completed, Office of 
Price Administration officials said 
that under present plans all subsi- 
dies would be paid at the processor 
level—to the meat packers, butter 
manufacturers and coffee import- 
ers. 

The subsidies will aid livestock 
growers and dairymen indirectly, 
they said, because the program 
contemplates a 10 per cent cut in 
retail prices on June 1 without a 
corresponding reduction in prices 
to producers, The subsidies will 
not, however, mean increased net 


essors, they asserted. 

One official, unwilling to be 

uoted by name, summed up the 
program thus: “The idea is to roll 
back prices of the retailer, whole- 
saler and processor -and at the 
same time make payments to the 
processor which will enable him to 
pay the raw material supplier a 
high enough price to encourage 
production.” 

2 Cents a Pound on Beef. 

The program, for instance, con- 
templates an average reduction of 
2 cents a pound on the wholesale 
price of beef and veal which is 
expected to mean a retail saving 
to the consumer of approximately 
3 cents. 

Meat packers have been protest- 
ing that the margin between exist- 
ing meat price ceilings and the 
price of live cattle is so small that 
some firms are losing money. 

In effect, the Government wil. go 
to the packer and say, “you mus: 
cut your prices but I will pay you 
enough so that you can continue to 
buy cattle at the same price you 
have been paying.” 

Officials emphasized that the 
payments will be adjusted, so that 
the packer will not get any ad- 
ditional profit. 

Way to Stimulate Production. 

Some officials viewed the subsidy 
program as providing a mechanism, 
too, which can be utilized to stim- 
ulate production of needed farm 
crops without increased costs to 
consumers, 

The Department of Agriculture, 
for instance, could use “support 
prices” to force up the price of a 
farm commodity in order to en- 
courage farmers tc grow it. At the 
same time, increased subsidjes to 
the processor would pcrmit the re- 
tail price to bu held stable.

Decisive Summer, 


Where and when the blows will 
fall is Hitler’s worry, but neither 
he nor the British seem to doubt 
that this will be the decisive sum- 
mer of the war. 

That the Germang are already 
worrying and acting on their anx- 
lety is indicated by a Reuters dis- 
patch from Zurich today that the 
Nazi occupation authorities had 
ordered a partial evacuation of 
Toulon, naval base on the French

FOOD SUBSIDY 
ANNOUNCEMENT 
DRAWS PROTESTS 
BY CONGRESSMEN 


Changing RFC Act to 
Bar Payments Dis- 
cussed — Opposition to 
Paying Benefits to Pro- 
cessors, Not Producers. 


WASHINGTON, May 8 (AP).— 
The administration’s plan te use 
subsidy payments to cut retail food 
prices drew angry protests today 
from surprised members of Con- 
gress, along with intimations of 
legislative action to halt the move. 

Influential legislators said. the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion, previously denied by Congress 
the subsidy authority to be exer- 


\|cised now, would receive a cool re- 


ception if and when it seeks addi- 
tional funds. 

Under the plan the retail prices 
of meat, coffee and butter would 
be rolled back on an average of 
10 per cent, effective June 1, with 
the RFC granting subsidies to 
processors, designed to free them 
from a price squeeze between pro- 
ducers and consumers. 

Subsidies at Processor Level. 


Although details of the program 
are yet to be completed, Office of 
Price Administration officials said 
that under present plans all subsi- 
dies would be paid at the processor 
level—to the meat packers, butter 
manufacturers and coffee import- 
ers. 

The subsidies will aid livestock 
growers and dairymen indirectly, 
they said, because the program 
contemplates a 10 per cent cut in 
retail prices on June 1 without a 
corresponding reduction in prices 
to producers. The subsidies will 
“jnot, however, méan increased net 
income for the producers or proc- 
essors, they asserted. 

One official, unwilling to be 
quoted by name, summed up the 
program thus: “The idea ds to roll 
back prices of the retailer, whole- 
saler and processor and at the 
same time make payments to the 
processor which will enable him to 
pay the raw material supplier a 
high enough price to encourage 
production.” 

2 Cents a Pound on Beef. 

The program, for instance, con- 
templates an average reduction of 
2 cents a pound on the wholesale 
price of beef and veal which is 
expected to mean a retail saving 
to the consumer of approximately 
3 cents.

NEW YORK, May 8 (AP).—Mrs. 
Eleanor Roosevelt today sharply 
criticised the Young Communist 
League for “a custom of using|, 
people to carry out the aims of 
the Young Communist groups who 
did not honestly disclose them- 
selves.” 

“That,” she said in an address 
to the United Student Assembly 
here, “we cannot tolerate in a 
democracy.” 

Asked by a listener, Stanley Hal- 
perin, to clarify the statement, she 
said that some time ago she had 
worked with certain persons who 
assured her they had no ties with 
the Communist League. 

“They had the right to be Com- 
munists, of course,” Mrs. Roose- 
velt said, “but that would have 
limited us in our work, which was 
of the American Youth Congress. 
I later found out that these indi- 
viduals were followers of the 
Young Communists in other inter- 
national attitudes, After the Soviet- 
German break they told me that 
We could work together, but I 
have lost confidence in them.” 

Mrs. Roosevelt said that mem- 


jbers of the league, “have the right 


to say what they want, but they 
must obey our rules if they are 
to continue to live in this country. 
- They must not advocate over- 
throw of government by force.” 

Mrs. Roosevelt told the assembly 
there would be no co-operation 
with any Fascist state. “It is 
true,” she said, “that we may gain 
the same ends by different means, 
but when the entire objectives of 
a nation or group are different 
from our own, then we cannot co- 
operate. . « . The reason we can 
co-operate with Soviet Russia is 
because in many ways our ob- 
jectives are similar.”

Herbert H. Lehman, Director of 
Relief and Rehabilitation, told a 
press conference today: “While the 
Army was driving out the Ger 
mans, we assembled stocks of food, 
clothing and medicine for those 
civilians who might need aid.

Thousands of tons of supplies 
already have been poured into 
North Africa for the French, who 
have been handicapped by obso- 
lete weapons and equipment, mule- 
drawn transport and inadequate 
training facilities. 

Thousands of patriotic French- 
men who would have liked to join 
the fight against the Axis had no 
weapons with which to fight. But 
this pool of man power is being 
tapped and supplies are being 
rushed to training centers as rapid- 
ly as guns, trucks and other equip- 
ment can be uncrated and assem- 
bled at North African ports. 

Haste in Supplying Equipment. 

At one port I saw evidence of the 
haste to get the equipment to the 
French. Great boxes were piled 
along the waterfront and workmen 
were busy from dawn to dusk as- 
sembling trucks, jeeps and other 
vehicles on a huge outdoor as- 
sembly line. 

While they looked impressive in 
size the trucks were only drops in 
the flow of materiels that include 
medium tanks, light tanks, tank

Germany insisted last night 
that Axis resistance in Tunisia 
had not yet broken down, while 
Italy announced bluntly that Tu- 
nis and Bizerte had fallen to Al- 
lied forces which the Rome radio 
said outnumbered Axis troops 10 
to one. 

'A Berlin broadcast, recorded by 
the Associated Press, did not 
mention the two important 
strongholds captured by the Al- 
lies Friday, but declared: 

“Several large Axis fighting 
groups are continuing their stub- 
born resistance in the coastal area 
where they are still able to op- 
erate from a common base in con- 
nection with another large fight- 
ing group in the —_ between 
Zaghouan to Enfidavillé and fur- 
ther south in communication with 
other centers of resistance.” 

The broadcast said the British 
First Army and American Fifth 
Army “must pay for territorial 
gains« eastward with the fiercest 
and most costly fighting yet ex- 
perienced in Africa.” 

“Everywhere the fighting de- 
velops at the closest range, tank 
against tank, gun against gun 
and man against man,” the 
broadcast went on. 

In an earlier broadcast, the Ber- 
lin radio attempted to ease the 
blow of defeat by quoting the 
Dagsposten of Stockholm as say- 
ing editorially: “Invasion of Eng- 
land is not out of the question. 
There might be mass attacks by 
air and with U-boats with, perhaps, 
new and terrible weapons.” 

The newspaper was quoted as 
saying that “Great. Britain's posi- 
tion is so desperate that an Allied 
invasion of Europe cannot be post- 
poned any longer and the Allied 
invasion may be expected in the 
West, but hardly in the south of 
Europe.” 

The Rome radio quoted the Ital- 
lan communique as saying the Al- 
lies “overcame heroic Axis resist- 
ance at Tunis and Bizerte with 
crushing and overwhelming 
strength.”

Serious Defeat—190 


German Planes Downed or Damaged 
In Day, Russians Say. 


LONDON, May 9 (Sunday).— 
Russian troops pouring through a 
break in an elaborate defense belt 
girding Novorossisk today threat- 
ened to inflict a staggering defeat 


on Axis Caucasus forces and pro- 
duce another debacle tn quick suc- 
cession to the Allied triumph in 
Tunisia. 

The midnight Russian communi- 
que broadcast by the Moscow radio 
and recorded by the Soviet mon- 
itor disclosed that a co-ordinated 
Russian infantry, artillery and air 
offensive had smashed an intricate 
German network of pillboxes, dug- 
outs and other fortifications within 
nine miles of the key port. 


Furious German resistance was 
overwhelmed in this steady ad- 
vance which aimed to throw the 
Axis troops into the Black Sea 
and recover the narrow fringe of 
the Taman peninsula opposite the 
Crimea. | 

Russian \sirmen, many flying 
American planes, and Red artillery 
paved the way for the assaulting 
infantry beating at the outer doors 
of Novorossisk, former home of the 
Soviet Black Sea fleet. The com- 
munique said 21 German planes 
were shot down at a cost of nine 
Russian aircraft. 


Another Moscow announcement 
disclosed the proportions of the 
Russian aerial offensive. It said 
that on Friday Red airmen de- 
stroyed or damaged 190 German 
planes compared to 62 Soviet 
craft lost. 


German dispatches reflected a 
growing nervousness over the 
mighty Russian onslaught. The 
high comand in Berlin reported 
earlier that the Russians had been 
repulsed in “violent hand-to-hand 
fighting” gprtheast of Novorossisk, 
but acknowledged that the Rus- 
sian power was increasing. 

Late last night the Berlin radio 
indicated that Red Army amphibi- 
ous forces now are entering the 
struggle. The German station said 
300 troop barges had pushed into 
the lush Kuban lowlands along the 
Sea of Azov north of Novorossisk. 
One hundred barges were said to 
have been destroyed, thus suggest- 
ing that at least two-thirds of the 
barges had disgorged their forces 
successfully in a flanking move on 
the northern side of the Taman 


peninsula.

Vast stocks of booty were re- 
ported captured by the Red Army 
which now is attacking in the

The communique said one Soviet 
formation alone in the last few 
days had captured large quantities 
of materiel, including 39 mortars, 
600 rifles, 300,000 cartridges, 100 
freight and oil cars, 11 locomotives 
and various stores, 


Seizure of this railway rolling 
stock suggested that Russians had 
overrun segments of the rail lines 
branching out of Novorossisk. 
Many road routes between the Ger- 
mans at Novorossisk and Axis 
troops in the Kuban valley to the 
north already had been severed. 


Moscow said that Russian air- 
men on Friday had destroyed 200 
German trucks carrying troops and 
supplies, had silenced 17 artillery 
batteries, sunk a patrol ship, and 
dispersed and partly wiped out a 
battalion of enemy infantry. 


Along the Kuban valley north 
of Novorossisk the communique 
said Red artillerymen had demol- 
ished 20 German blockhouses and 
destroyed seven enemy artillery 
batteries. 


The Germans were reported 
throwing in powerful reinforce- 
ments of men, tanks and planes, 
in an effort to stem the Russian 
avalanche, 


Scattered fighting was reported 
elsewhere along the front. Two 
hundred Germans were reported 
killed in the Chuguyev sector near 
Kharkov in the Ukraine where 
Soviet gunners also demolished five 
blockhouses, three dugouts, one 
gun and four machine-gun nests. 


On the Volkhov front southeast 
of Leningrad 13 German block- 
houses, eight dugouts, and an ob- 
servation post were knocked out, 
and seven artillery and mortar 
batteries were silenced, the com- 
munique said, 


West of Rostov on the northern 
side of the Sea of Azov the Rus- 
sians still were jabbing at the 
Taganrog area.

The nation’s joy, thankfulness 
and hope for the future was pro- 
claimed in speeches up and down 
the country. The public reaction 
was of great satisfaction, only 
moderately tempered by 
that sterner trials lie ahead.

JEFFERSON CITY, 8. — 
The $1,490,000 collected by Laclede 
Gas Light Co. of St. Louis from 
domestic and commercial consum- 
ers in excess of the rate allowed 
by the State Public Service Com- 
mission in the company’s 1934 rate 
case is to be refunded immediately 
Ate the customers, who number 
about 200,000. 

An order for immediate pay- 
ment of the refund, averaging 
- gbout $7 a customer, was made to- 
day by Circuit Judge Sam C. Blair. 
The checks are to be mailed from 
Jefferson City by the Centra) Mis- 
souri Trust Co., which has been 
custodian of the impounded fund. 

Howard Cook, president of .the 
trust company, said work would 
begin immediately, but it would 
probably be about two weeks be- 
fore the first of the checks would 
be put in the mail. There is an 
enormous clerical job to be done 
$m preparing and mailing the 
checks. 

Reserves Jurisdiction. 

Judge Blair directed the bank 
to report on the number of checks 
issued and the amount refunded. 
He reserved jurisdiction to decide 
what should be done with any por- 
tion of the fund which may remain 
because of inability to find those 
entitled to refunds. | 

Cost of administering the im- 
pounded fund was assessed against 
the gas company. Included in the 
cost will be fees totaling $11,750 
which Judge Blair allowed today. 
They were $7000 to J. W. Hobbs 
of Jefferson City, who, as amicus 
curiae, or friend of the Court, 
examined the gas company's list 
of those entitled to refunds; $2500 
to Hobbs’ attorney, L. P. Embry, 
and $2250 to his accountant, R. 
W. Romack. 

Had Been Held Up. 

It was decided in November, 
1941, that, the impounded fund be- 
longed to the gas company's cus- 
tomers, but distribution of the 
money has been held up by a num- 
ber of factors. 

First, it was necessary to com- 
pile the list of customers, and the 
amounts which they were to re- 
ceive. Then there were certain de- 
tails to be decided, such as 
whether refunds should include the 
State sales tax on the excess col- 
lections, and whether the gas com- 
pany could withhold refunds from 
customers who owed delinquent 
bills, or reduce their refunds by 
the amounts owed to the company. 

On the latter point Judge Blair 
today reserved decision. He de- 
cided the sales tax money, having 
been turned over to the State, 
meed not be refunded.

Lewis’ position and tactics are 
similar to those of the American 
Communists, who sought, prior to 
the invasion of Russia by Ger- 
many in June, 1941, to create con- 
fusion in the labor movement and 
the country generally, with a view 
to keeping this nation out of what 


they then called an imperialistic 
war. Any discrediting of the more 
moderate leaders of- organized 
labor, any act of seeming repres- 
sion of labor, played into the Com- 
munists’ hands, 

Lewis, though no Communist, 
moved along parallel lines, always 
with the aim of producing an un- 
rest that he could capitalize. He 
and his Communist allies in the 
unions parted company in June, 
1941. They went all out for the 
war. Lewis did not let his support 
of the war, after Pearl Harbor, 
deter him from a continued ruth- 
less effort to beat back to his 
onetime place at the top of the 
labor movement. 

Exploits Public Discontent, 

As the Communists were aided 
in their designs by any measure 
that might be tagged as labor-bait- 
ing, so Lewis has been helped by 
the discontent created by rising 
prices. Events have played into 
his hands. He is able to say that 
while the line has been: held 
against wages, it has not been 
held against the rising cost of liv- 
ing. He has enough justice on his 
side, up to this point in the argu- 
ment, to warrant a demand that 
drastic action be taken to roll back 
prices. He has the right, too, to 
ask for examination of the miners’ 
wage claims by the appropriate 
agencies of the Government. On 
Friday the Government moved to 
reduce living costs by announcing 
a 10 per cent cut’ June 1 in retail 
prices of meat, butter and coffee 
under a subsidy program. 
But Lewis, characteristically, 
has sought to exploit the situa- 
tion for his own ends, and those 
ends are to bring about a condi- 
tion that will make for his owr 
aggrandizement. 

However complex may be the 
issues that have led up to the 
showdown, the showdown itself 
shapes up as a contest between 
John IL. Lewis and Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, or between Lewis and 
the Government of the United 
States. The tmmediate issue is 
whether or not Lewis is to be al- 
lowed to by-pass the National 
War Labor Board, which he says 
is “packed” against him. Lewis 
won in 1941 in similar circum- 
stances. The National Defense 
Mediation Board, predecessor of 
the present agency, voted against 
giving him the closed, or union, 
shop in the “captive” coal mines. 
He refused to accept the decision 
and pulled the CIO members off 
the board. The board collapsed. 
The President set up a special 
mediation panel, which gave 
Lewis what he wanted. The de- 
cision is an administration 
chicken which has come home to 
roost. 


Winner Not Apparent Yet. 

Who is the winner in the strate- 
gic battle now being waged be- 
tween Lewis and the President? 
It is impossible to say. In one 
sense, Lewis may be said to be 
the winner up to date, for the Na- 
tional War Labor Board, because 
of the limitations put upon it by 
the Presiderit’s hold-the-line ex- 
ecutive order, is being battered 
not only by Lewis: but also by 
pro-Roosevelt labor leaders, who 
have been drawn into line with 
Lewis on wage policies. 

The board undoubtedly faces a 
crisis. | 

In another sense the President 
is the winner. He has said that

Whatever may be the justice of 
the miners’ wage claims, there can 
be no extenuation of Lewis’ con- 
duct. 


The extent of Lewis’ disservice 
to organized labor is incalculable, 
but some measure of it may be 
found in the passage of the Con- 
nally bill by the Senate. An old 
bill,, which had been repeatedly 
shunted aside, it was brought out 
and passed this week by the sub- 
stantial majority of 63 to 16. The 
bill provides criminal penalties, in- 
cluding imprisonment, for anyone 
who foments or instigates a strike 
in a plant or mine seized by the 
Government, or who aids such a 
strike by the payment of strike 
benefits, Since the penalties do not 
run against the individuals who 
merely “cease work,” and since 
only plants taken over by the 


is not a comprehensive anti-strike 
bill, but it is notable for what it 
does provide and for the fact that 
it is the first anti-strike measure 
of any kind to get through the 
Senate. The bill is now before 
the Military Affairs Committee of 
the House. If the record of the 
House on proposed labor legisla- 
tion is any guide, the Connally bill 
or something akin to it will be 
passed. The House in recent years 
has been much more disposed than 
the Senate to enact restrictive la- 
bor legislation. 

Under the Connally bill as it 
stands, John L. Lewis could be 
jailed for calling a strike in coal 
mines under Government opera- 
tion, and probably his Policy Com- 
mittee could be jailed also. 


Status of Miners. 


Entirely apart from the Connally 
bill, the question arises whether 
the workers in seized coal mines 
are employes of the Government. 
The President, as made known at 
his press -conference yesterday, 
thinks that they are. He also said 
that he could not recall any strike 
against the Government. If the 
miners in their present status are 
Government employes, then it 
would seem that a renewed strike 
would be a strike to which the 
language used by President Roose- 
velt in a letter to the head of the 
National: Federation of Federal 
Employes, Aug. 16, 1937, might be 
applicable. 

“A strike of public employes,” 
wrote the: President, “manifests 
nothing less than an intent on their 
part to prevent or obstruct the op- 
erations of government until their 
demands are satisfied. Such ac- 
tion, looking toward the paralysis 
of government by those who have 
sworn to support it, {s unthinkable} 
and intolerable.” 


The courts have never passed di- 
rectly upon the right of Govern- 
ment employes to strike. 


If, as the President appears to 
believe, the miners as employes of 
the Government have no right to 
strike, it would seem that even in 
the absence of a Connally bill the 
President has the power to punish 
John L. Lewis or anyone else who 
might induce them to strike, For 
Lewis then would clearly be, if he

Welfare Association Says 
$3,250,000 Appropria- 
tion Means 4-Cent Meals 
for Needy. 


The Missouri Association for So- |) 


cial Welfare, in a statement last 


night criticising the House appro- |i 


priation of $3,250,000 for relief of 
the State’s needy unemployable 
persons during 1943 and 1944, said 
advocates of an adequate ap- 
propriation hoped the Senate would 


provide real statesmanship and 


leadership “in order that suffering 
with the resultant upheaval may be 
averted.” 

The House figure, said this state- 


ment. issued by Philip 8S. Akre, 
chairman of the association's com- 
mittee on social welfare adminis- 
tration, would mean an allowance 
of only four cents a meal for the 
State’s 25,000 persons on the relief 
rolls, with nothing for clothing, 
shelter or medical care. 

“In his budget message to the 
Legislature,” the statement said, 
“Gov. Donnell stated that a mini- 
mum of ‘$7,900,000 would be neces- 
sary to prevent starvation among | 
the citizens of Missouri needing 
general relief. To date the State 
Legislature has failed to ap- 
propriate enough funds to meet 50 
per cent of this need. 


“Representatives - Junge and 
Ridenauer of the House Appropri- 
ations Committee have permitted 
hearings from various groups of 
taxpayers interested in increased 
appropriations for. general relief, 
but to date the House has failed 
to make such increases. The 
groups which have appeared be- 
fore them are: Missouri Council 
of Churches, the Missouri Associa- 
tion for Social Welfare, chambers 
of commerce, labor unions, Amer- 
ican Association of University 
Women, League of Women Voters 
and other groups representing 
thousands of citizens of Missouri, 
They have been told of the se- 
riousness of this and what it would 
mean in terms of added costs to 
the taxpayers at a later date. 

“Tuberculosis has increased 300 
per cent in St. Louis County alone, 
in 1942 over the previous. five- 
year average, according to Dr. E. 
G. McGavran, director of public 
health. Speaking before the House 
Appropriations Committee, he said: 
‘The hospitals of St. Louis and St. 
Louis County are already report- 
ing an increase in two diseases 
resulting from malnutrition, name- 
ly, scurvy and rickets.’ In an 
attempt to show the members of 
the Legislature how they could 
save money by appropriating ad- 
ditional funds at this time, Dr. 
McGavran said: ‘It costs the State 
approximately $3600 for each de- 
pendent tuberculosis case.’ 

“Because of the failure of the 
House to look realistically at the 
facts in the relief situation, the 
only hope to prevent starvation in 
this State now rests on the Sen- 
ate, where the appropriation bill 
will go for further discussion. It 
is hoped that the Senate will real- 
ize that among the 25,000 people, 
all of whom are unemployable, 
there are 5000 children totally de- 
pendent upon them. 

“With delinquency, crime, hun- 
ger and disease on the rise, these 
people might well ask, how can 
we hope to achieve freedom from 
want after the war when we are 
failing to achieve it now?”

POTATO SUPPLY 
IS CLEANED OUT 
IN RUN ON STORES

1150 Line Up at One Shop, 
Shipments Drop to 6 
Pct. of Normal. 


St. Louls housewives stormed 
the produce counters of food stores 
yesterday for potatoes — if they 
could find a store which had any. 
Shipments of potatoes received 
here reached the lowest point 
wholesalers could remember last 
Friday when only two carloads, or 
6 per cent of the normal daily 
supply, arrived, 

The situation on Commission 
Row improved somewhat yester- 
day with receipt of six carloads of 
new potatoes and part of a car- 
load of old potatoes, but this was 
still only 20 per cent of normal. 
Dealers were rationed by whole- 
salers to a few bags apiece, and 
in turn they rationed their custo- 
mers to one to four pounds each, 
a check by the Post-Dispatch dis- 
closed. Many retailers got no po- 
tatoes at all. 


At one shop in Union Market, 
the crowd got so big that custom- 
ers were forced to line up, and the 
line grew to about 150 persons as 
the potato supply neared exhaus- 
tion in the afternoon. A large 
West End market reported it had 
had no potatoes at all, while a 
North Side dealer who ran out of 
potatoes about noon remarked, 
“Those women nearly killed me 
this morning.” 

Increasing shipments of new po- 
tatoes should ease the situation, 
perhaps beginning by the end of 
this week, said Vincent D, Wad- 
dock, publisher of the St. Louis 
Daily Market Reporter. The short- 
age began to be felt about two 
months ago and reached its low 
point last week when daily receipts 
averaged 10 to 15 per cent of 
normal. He warned, however, it 
might be two or three weeks after 
normal receipts are resumed be- 
fore dealer stocks are built up.

POULTRY SHORTAGE 
LAID 10 OP A CEILINGS 


Head of Dealers Says Higher 
Prices Elsewhere Attract 
City’s Normal Supply. 


St. Louis faces a serious short- 
age of poultry of all kinds, unless 
price ceilings are immediately 
raised to allow dealers here to com- 
pete with dealers in Cincinnati, 
Wichita, Kan., and Tulsa, Ok., who 
are paying higher prices to Arkan- 
sans to get them to divert their 
poultry to them, Frank Mahach, 
president of the United Retailers’ 
Poultry Association here, said yes- 
terday. 

Mahach said St, Louis receives 
90 per cent of its poultry from 
Arkansas, but that last week re- 
ceipts dropped off to 5 per cent of 
normal, During the next week re- 
ceipts of poultry will fall to zero 
unless the Office of Price Admin- 
istration acts immediately, he said. 

No relief can be expected from 
Illinois and Missouri raisers, Ma- 
hach said, since most of them are 
keeping their older hens for layers 
and raising only pullets for layers 
this year instead of mixed breeds 
as in the past, 

St. Louls dealers normally buy 
7 per cent of Arkansas’ entire 
poultry output aand redistribute 
part of it to Ohio, Kansas and 
Oklahoma, but St. Louis is now 
being by-passed by dealers in those 
states by offering Arkansas raisers 
about two cents a pound more than 
the OPA ceiling prices set a week 
ago. 

Mahach, who said his association 
representg-130 retailers here, stated 
the ceiling price for raisers is 26% 
cents a pound for fryers to whole- 
salers who cannot charge more 
than 30.9 cents a pound. Retailers, 
under OBA top prices made public 
yesterday, may charge a maximum 
of 38 cents a pound. 

Mahach said that although the 
OPA office here is on the job and 
dealers are co-operating, he could 


GABLE TOOK MOVIES 
ON RAID, NEARLY 
FROZE HIS HANDS 


Flesh Numb, Purple, After 
Antwerp Attack, but He

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SERIES OF INVASIONS ON RIM 
OF NAZI FORTRESS EXPECTED 


Allied Conferences on Decisive Strategy for 
Summer Action Believed to Be Under- 


way or Arranged For. 


By E. C, DANIEL 

LONDON, May 8 (AP).—A series 
of summer assaults around the rim 
ef Adolf MHitler’s fortress from 
Norway to Greece—that’s what the 
British expect to see after Tunisia. 

“It is well at this moment of 
great promise,” the Daily Tele- 
graph,said this morning, “to re 
call that this African campaign 
was never anything more than a 
preliminary to bigger things.” 

Some of these next attacks may 
be feints. Some may have limited 
objectives. 

But some will be the real thing. 

That, at least, is Britain’s hope— 
the hope, as the Telegraph said, 
that the African campaign “has 
been concluded at small enough 
cost to make possible a deep pene- 
tration of the European fortress 
this year.” 

Decisive Summer, 

Where and when the blows will 
fall is Hitler’s worry, but neither 
he nor the British seem to doubt 
that this will be the decisive sum- 
mer of the war. 

That the Germang are already 
worrying and acting on their anx- 
iety is indicated by a Reuters dis- 
patch from Zurich today that the 
Nazi occupation authorities had 
ordered a partial evacuation of 
Toulon, naval base on the French 
Mediterranean coast where the 
French scuttled their fleet last 
year to prevent it from falling 
into German hands. 

There is reason to believe that 
conferences for the’ final settle- 
ment of thig decisive strategy al- 
ready have been arranged—or are 
even partly under way. 

This belief was bolstered by 
announce- 
ment that he was sending Joseph 
E. Davies, former United States 
Ambassador to Russia, to Moscow 
with a message for Premier Stalin. 

A synthesis of European news 
reports, published and unpublished, 
presents a prospect of widespread 
and intense military activity to 
follow choaply upon these confer- 
ences. 

Potential invasion spearheads 
are aimed at the Axis from a dozen 
different quarters in bewildering 
profusion. 

The final capture of the Tunisian 
tip and the establishment of air 
domination over the Sicilian straits 
would open the Mediterranean 
fully to supplies for both Russia 
and invading British-French-Amer- 
ican forces. 

The presence of perhaps one mil- 
lion or more Allied soldiers in six 
armies all the way from Cyprus 
through the Middle East and 
around the North African shore to 
Morocco openg the possibility of a 
general northward sweep acrdass 
the Mediterranean. 

Persistent Paris radio reports of 
shipping and landing barges pass- 
ing constantly into this invasion 
area offer the prospect of early 
action.

R. A. F. mining of the war in the 
Baltic seem to point to unusual 
activity. 

The potentialities of ‘France and 
the Low Countries as invasion 
points have been mentioned often. 

German and Russian forces, 
meanwhile, are sparring for the ad- 
vantage in opening the summer of- 
fensive. The impression persists 
in some quarters in London that 
the Russians will attempt their 
first summer offensive simul- 
taneously with a British-American 
attack. 

In fact, the Russians already 
are engaged in a limited offensive 
in the Kuban area, to eliminate one 
German springboard for a new 
summer advance. 

Finland’s willingness to partici- 
pate-in another Axis offensive in 
the north long has been in the bal- 
ance, 

But whichever strikes first — 
Russia or Germany—the fact ap- 
parently remains that the Germans, 
with their offensive power waning, 
will be unable to disengage them- 
selves from Russia in time to meet 
the Allied invasion in full force. 

Premier Stalin’s May day decla- 
ration for unconditional surrender, 
and the suggestion of complete 
satisfaction with Allied plans, im- 
plied a willingness to stick it out 
no matter with what strength the 
Germans attack. 

Allied Air Mastery. 

Prime Minister Churchill’s warn- 
ing to the Germans against the 
use of gas has since been under- 
scored by unofficial reports of 
German preparations, suggesting 
that Hitler is contemplating this 
method of warfare as a last desper- 
ate measure to terrorize hig ene- 
mies—a measure which left them 
unmoved because of their undoubt- 
ed mastery of the air. 

That fact to many military ob- 
servers overrides all other consid- 
erations, including the still uncon- 
quered U-boat threat. 

The way in which Allied forces 
swept the Luftwaffe out of the 
Tunisian skies and the Axis soldiers 
out of Tunis and Bizerte ig re- 
garded as the happiest augury of 
summer success, . 

From North Africa and Britain, 
this air offensive will be turned 
heavier than ever on Europe — 
against railways, factories, U-boat 
bases, troop concentrations, ports 
and defense works. 

When the assault starts, there is 
no doubt that Britain will go 
hungrier than ever, as cargoes are 
converted from butter to guns— 
but the land is generous in the 
summer, and housewives as well 
as military observers hope the in- 
vasion will hit the U-boat nests 
first.

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Signs of Donnell Senate Candidacy 
Worrying G. 0. P. Political Leaders 


Governor Apparently Shaping Up Campaign 
Quietly, Aided by His Statewide 
Fight for Reform Measures. 


By CURTIS A. BETTS

the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, May 8.—Re- 
publican organization politicians, 
most of whom have a political dis- 
like for Gov. Forrest C. Donnell 
and who have cultivated among 
themselves a pleasing idea that he 
is politically dead, are becoming 
noticeably restless under the grow- 
ing signs that the Governor is 
quietly and unostentatiously shap- 
ing up a campaign for the Re 
publican nomination for United 
States Senator. 


Organization politicians have lit- 
tle difficulty in convincing them- 
selves that any official who does 
not play their game and who there- 
by incurs their displeasure is 
washed out politically and will be 
retired from public life. The Gov- 
ernor has not played the game ac- 
cording to the generally-accepted 
rules. He has antagonized most of 
the organization leaders, but it is 
possible they will be disillusioned 
at the end of the campaign if they 
persist in the idea that he is po- 
litically dead. 

He Makes Hit With Voters. 

Regardless of what the politi- 
cians think about him, the State 
has had few Governors with Don- 
mell’s ability to attract a personal 
following the mine-run of 
people, who have no interest in 
political organizations as such, in 
the political fortunes of the s0- 
called leaders or in the game of 
politics. He is a good mixer. He 
knows no class distinctions. Per- 
gonally he “makes a hit” with the 

Probably the state has never had 
a more coloriess administration 
than that of Donnell’s first two 
years. There have been no out- 
standing accomplishments. But 
there have been no scandals, and 
probably there will be none during 
the remainder of his term. He has 
just been working at being Gov- 
ernor, giving such close attention 
to small details, “the juggling of 
commas and semicolons,” that he 
apparently has not had time for 
many of the bigger administrative 
affairs. 


It was not until the present ses- 
zion of the Le ture that the 
Governor ed signs that he 
had progressive ideas of govern- 
ment. Previously he had seemed 
to take the Constitution and the 
laws as they were and to consider 
his duty was ended with the ad- 
ministration of those laws. But 
this session he showed up with 
demands for two governmental re- 
. forms, which if accomplished, 
would make his administration 
- outstanding—the adoption of a 
’ gnerit and civil service system for 
state employes, and an efficiency 
and economy program for the con- 
solidation of tax assessing and col- 
lecting agencies to supplant the 
wasteful political machine building 
system which has long been in 
existence. 

Distasteful to Politicians. 

In this the Governor further an- 
tagonized the organization politi- 
‘ cians, whose political existence de- 
pends largely on the patronage 
they can distribute. To reduce the 
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number of jobholders and to make 
those left dependent on merit in- 
stead of political influence is the 
hardest blow that could be struck 
at the partisan political strutters. 

At first the party leaders in and 
out of the Legislature turned 
thumbs down and smiled indul- 
gently. The Governor could have 
his little fun, but the bills would 
be quietly killed. That process 
was being carried out until sud- 
denly the Legislative leaders re- 
alized that public sentiment was 
back of the Governor. Then they 
decided they would attempt to 
pass the consolidation bills, but 
kill the merit bill. 


The consolidation bills would 
mean fewer jobs, but they would 
take most of the jobs involved 
from Democrats and give them to 
Republicans, so the big and little 
bosses could stand that so long 
as thére was no merit system. 

They do not want to increase 
the Governor’s prestige, but they 
do want to protect the Republican 
party, which in the public mind 
is the Republican administration. 
Jobs mean nothing to leaders of 
a party out of power. 


Democratic Counter-Strategy. 

The manipulations have created 
a peculiar political situation. By 
passing the consolidation bills the 
House Republican majority has 


put the proposition squarely up to} | 


the Democrats in the Senate. 
While the Democrats do not want 
consolidation, they are seriously 
considering the bills, but 
with the political kicker of an 
added merit system, which the 
House Republicans are strongly 
against. 2 

When it became apparent to 
the Governor that it was the in- 
tention to ditch his program, he 
began to exert pressure on the 
Legislature. He started making 
speeches urging the importance 
of the proposed legislation, becom- 
ing a little stronger_in his utter- 
ances in each succeeding speech 
until he even approached a fight- 
ing manner, something entirely 
out of character as the Governor 
had been known. 

The culmination of his efforts 
will come Monday afternoon when 
he will address a joint session of 
the Senate and House, While there 
is no definite advance knowledge 
of what he will say, it may be 
taken as a certaihty that he will 
not be abusive. He will not scold 
the Legislature. He will use the 
most polite language, but he will 
be insistent. Undoubtedly, ee 
this speech, legislators, both Re- 
publicans and Democrats, will have 
a good deal to think about politi- 
cal consequences which will re- 
sult if they reject his program. 

Few Doubt His Candidacy. 

Now, as to the Governor as a 
possible candidate for United 
States Senator. Under the Consti- 
tution he cannot be a candidite 
to succeed himself as Governor. 
The Senatorship affords the only 
possible opportunity for political 
advancement for him. He has not 
said one word to indicate that he 
is a candidate, but there are few 
in the capital and few active in 
politics who do not believe that 
he is running for Senator with 
might and main. 

In making his speeches for his 
merit ang consolidation program, 
he has carefully selected his spots 
to cover every part of the State. 
He has talked over the _ radio, 
spoken in Hannibal in the extreme 
northeast, in St. Joseph in the ex- 
treme northwest, in Kansas City 
in the west, in Joplin in the ex- 
treme southwest, in Cape Girar- 
deau in the extreme southeast, and

I with the legislators, 


. Nearly all his speeches have 
been delivered to business organi- 
zations, chambers of commerce 
and the like, but most of them 
have been carried on the radio. 
The reports are that he has had 
an enthusiastic reception every 
place he has spoken. 

The Governor apparently stands 
to gain politically whatever the 
final outcome of his legislation. 
If his bills are passed he will have 
accomplished the greatest admin- 
istrative advancement known to 
the State Government. If his bills 
fail, it is probable the general pub- 
lic will laok upon him as a martyr, 
whose efforts toward good govern- 
ment were frustrated by scheming 
politicians. 

Rendlen Nomination. 

However, it is far too early to 
form an opinion as to the outcome 
of the senatorial campaign. There 
are a number of tentative aspir- 
ants for the Republican nomina- 
tion. The only Republican so far 
an open candidate is Charles E. 
Rendlen of Hannibal, an outstand- 
ing lawyer in Northeast Missouri, 
who was one of the attorneys for 
the Republican state organization 
in the Donnell-McDaniel governor- 
ship contest before the Legislature 
in 1941. Rendlen has written let- 
ters to many Republicans through- 
out the State announcing his can- 
didacy. 

St. Louls and St. Louis County 
have many prospective candidates. 
Among them are Speaker Howard 
Elliott of the House, to whose ef- 
forts are due the resurrection of 
the consolidation bills when they 
were seemingly dead, and their 
passage through the House; How- 
ard VY. Stephens, a shoe manufac- 
turer, and an appointee of the 
Governor as a member of the St. 
Louis Board of Police Commission- 
ers; National Committeeman Bar- 
ak T. Mattingly, and A. D. Walsh, 
a manufacturer, and an appointee 
of the Governor on the St. Louis 
County Board of Election Commis- 
sioners, 

Cocky Over 1944 Outlook. 

The Republicans are very cocky 
just now. They are confident they 


will carry the State in 1944. They 
believe the Democratic senatorial 
campaign situation is so messed 
up that that office will be an easy 
one to win. They belieye that if 
Senator Bennett Champ Clark 
should be renominated, many thou- 
sands of Democrats would vote 
ageinst him, and that if Clark 
should be defeated by Attorney 
General, McKittrick or somebody 
else; thousands of the Clark fol- 
lowers would resent his defeat and 
vote for the Republican candidate.

Republicans—Vandenberg 
of Michigan, Davis of Pennsylva- 
nia, Lodge of Massachuetts, Dana- 
her of Connecticut, Taft of Ohio, 
Thomas of Idaho, Butler of Ne- 
braska and Millikin of Colorado. 

Against the bill: Democrats— 
George of Georgia, Barkley of Ken- 
tucky, Connally of Texas, Byrd of 
Virginia, Johnson of Colorado and 
Guffey of Pennsylvania. Progres- 
sive—La Follette of Wisconsin. 
Senator Bailey (Dem.), North Car- 
olina, was not present and not re- 
corded. 


There were indications that 
some vigorous opposition might de- 
velop tg the measure in the Sen- 
ate, President Philip Murray of 
the Congress of Industrial Or- 
ganizations expressed criticism of 
the bill in a letter to all Senators.

Provisions of Bill, 


Provisions of the approved bill 
include: 

Withholding — Provides 20 per 
cent withholding tax (17 per cent 
income and 3 per cent victory) on 
all wages and salaries above a 


basic $624 yearly for single per- 


sons and $1248 for married per- 
sons. (Ministers, military person- 
nel, farm hands and domestic ser- 
vants exempted.) 

Current collection — Taxpayers 
with annual incomes of more than 
$100 from sources other than wage 
or salaries are required to esti- 
mate year’s liability by Sept. 15 
and pay on it quarterly. Wage and 
salary earners with more than 
$2700 income if single and more 
than $3500 if married would be re- 
quired to file and pay quarterly 
on excess over the 20 per cent 
withheld, (Penalty 6 per cent in- 
terest if estimate is more than 20 
per cent under actual income. 
Farmers have 33 1-3 per cent lee- 
way without penalty, need not file 
until Dec. 15.) 

Bookkeeping—First two  install- 
ments paid this year on 1942 in- 
comes are applied on 1943 liability. 

Windfall Provision. 

Windfalls—Taxpayers whose in- 
comes have increased sharply in 
recent years will be allowed to 
choose 1938, 1939 or 1940 as base 
income year. To the highest in- 
come received in any of these 
years, they will be allowed to add 
$10,000, and the sum will be com- 
pared to the income received in 
1942 or 1943, whichever is lower. 
The difference will be regarded as

Section 3. 


(a) The classes of stores re- 
ferred to herein shall be those - 
classes which are established by 
Maximum Price Regulations 
Nos. 238 and 268.

The classes 
of stores established by Revised 
Maximum Price Regulations 
Nos. 239 and 268 are as follows: 

(1) “Class 1 Retail Store” is

A retail store shall be an “in- 
dependent” retail store if it is 
not one of a group of four or 
more stores under one owner- 
ship, whose combin.4 “annual 
gross sales” are $500,00u or more. 

(2) A “Class 2 Retail Store” 
is an “independent” retail store 
with annual gross sales of 
$50,000 or more -but less than 
$259,000. 

(3) A “Class 3 Retail Store” 
is a retail store which is not an 
“independent” store and which 
has annual gross sales of less 
than $250,000, 

(4) A “Class 4 Retail Store” 
is any retail store with annual 
gross sales of $250,000 or more. 

(b) “Retail route seller” shall 
mean a retailer who sells foods 
at retail from an inventory 
stocked in trucks or other con- 
veyances operated over regular 
routes, A retailer is a “retail 
route seller” only for the foods 
he sells in this way. _ 


Section 4. 


(a) Selling Prices. 

All retail stores of all classes 
must post their selling prices 
for the food items listed below. 
These prices must be posted on 
the item, or at or near the place 
where such food item is offered 
for sale. 

(b) Celling Prices. : 

All Class 1 Retail Stores must 


post, in a conspicuous place in 
the store, a list of the commu- 
nity ceiling prices for such food 
items. Other retailers must con- 
tinue to post ceiling prices for 
such food items as required by 
any other applicable regulation 
fixing their ceiling prices. 


For all commodities not cov- 
ered by this order, all sellers 
must continue to post ceiling 
prices as now or hereafter re- 
quired by applicable price regu- 
lations or orders. 


(c) Olass of Store. 

Every retail store selling any 
of the food items listed below 
must notify its customers of the 
class of store to which it be- 
longs by posting a sign reading

Section 5. 


A seller may add to the com- 
munity ceiling prices set forth 
in Section 9 the sales tax re- 
quired to be collected by the law 
of the State of Missouri. 


Section 6. 


Sellers must continue to give 
a sales slip, receipt, or similar 
evidence of purchase previously 
given buyers. Regardless of cus- 
tom, sellers must give any cus- 
tomer who asks for it #recéipt 
showing the date of the sale, 
the name and address of the 
seller, the customer’s name, each 
food item sold and the price 
charged for the item.

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ALLIES MASSED 
FORGE 100 Bit 
10 BE STOPPED 


Struck on Two-Mile Front 
Toward Tunis Through 
Very Heart of Nazi De- 
fenses.

TUNIS, May 7 (Delayed).—Ger- 
man blitzkrieg methods were put 
to shame by the power and punch 
of the 36-hour Allied offensive 


which began at 3 o’clock Thursday 
morning and carried nearly 20 
miles through the very heart of one 
German defenses. 

Once the drive sfarted it never 
stopped for anything. The spear- 
head of the attack on Tunis drove 
on so fast that German units hold- 
ing positions to the. north and 
south of the Medjez-Tunis road 
were left far in the rear, only to 
be mopped up long after we were 
in Tunis itself. 

We got into Tunis just after 4 
o'clock this afternoon, less than an 
hour after British armored units 
had broken in. An odd building 
was burning here and there and 
German oi] and anfmunition dumps 
were still blazing. French people 
lined the. streets cheering and 
throwing flowers at us while 
flames crackled and further west 
dumps went sky high as delayed 
action charges went off. 


Germans Stunned. 
Everything .indicated that the 
Germans were stunned, dismayed 
and finally panicked by power of 
attack. Gun pits and trenches be- 
essa Mornaghia were littered with 


overcoats, blankets, mess | ' 


kits and other items, dropped by 
fleeing Nazis. French people in 
St. Cyprien and Monaghia de- 
scribed confusion which reigned 
last night as Germans piled down 
roads headed for Tunis. The same 
people who had bragged a month 
ago that they would be in Algiers 
in three months were screaming: 
“The British are coming—get out.” 

We have never seen a more de- 
jected batch of people than the 
German and Italian prisoners 
whom we have met today. A few 
fellows with whom we talked near 
St. Cyprien were talkative and 
friendly including two boys from 
Vienna with Iron Crosses and Rus- 
sian service ribbons. Our bombers 
scared the wits out of them yester- 
day and then the tanks over- 
whelmed them last. night and they 
were glad to say Auf Wiedersehn 
to the war. 

There have been many contribut- 
ing factors inethis final victory of 
ours and the final push which be- 
gan yesterday was only the climax 
of many preparatory pushes which 
had been made during preceding 
weeks. We had obtained jumping 
off places for the Tunis drive 
first by clearing Beja-Medjez road 
early in April, then by launching 
a preliminary blitz two weeks ago 
yesterday morning all along the 
Northern Tunisian front. That blitz 
might have carried to Tunis if we 
had found a soft spot, but we 
didn’t. 

The secret of our success this 
time was that’ we chose one direct 
route to the very heart of the 
enemy, decided what we needed to 
get through, allowed heavy safety 
factor and then—with one of the 
greatest concentrations of infan- 
try, tanks, artillery and aircraft 
‘ ever used on a two mile front—un- 
leashed force which the enemy's 
available forces were theoretically 
and actually incapable of stopping. 

We came into Africa on a shoe 
string when we waded ashore near 
Algiers six months ago tonight. We 
entered Tunis tonight on the tail 
of an avalanche.

The list of top prices applies 
only to retail stores. Route sell- 
ers, such as. persons delverinig 
bread and pastries from trucks, 
do not come under the commu- 
nity-wide dollars and cents ceil- 
ings but must continue to observe 
present ceilings. The exception 
was made inasmuch as many 
route sellers normally have high- 
er costs. 

Bar on Direct Increases. 

To protect the customer against 
indirect price increases through a 
merchant's requi:tment that the 
customer buy some unwanted item 
in order to get a food item under the 
community price ceilings, it is ex- 
pressly provided that the seller 
“must not, as a condition of sell- 
ing any food, require a customer 
to buy anything else.”

BILL PRESERVING BALLOTS 
IN CONTEST IS SIGNED

JEFFERSON CITY, May 8. — 
Gov. Forrest C. Donnell signed. a 
bill today requiring preservation of 
ballots as long as an election con- 
test or grand jury investigation is 
pending. The measure repealed an 
old law which, as interpreted by 
the courts, required ballots to be 
destroyed one year after an elec- 
tion, regardless of circumstances.

"The whole 
town from toddling children to 
aged granddames went literally 
mad with delight and the cap- 
ture of Bizerte itself in 
the day was a comparative anti- 
climax to the flower-garlanded 
troops after the royal welcome 
they got here.

Roane Waring of Memphis, na- 
tional commander of the American 
Legion, speaking last night at the 
twenty-fourth annual founders’ day 
rally of the Legion at Henry W. 
Kiel Auditorium, warned against 
the dangerous over-confidence that 
would result from an exaggerated 
notion of the significance of the 


Allies’ smashing victories in North 
Africa. 

“Remarkable and desirable as 
that victory is,” he told the audi- 
ence of about 3000 persons, “it is 
only a skirmish, a prelude to the 
battle of Europe. Germany has 
some 300 well-trained divisions 
guarding the European fortress. 
When the real battle bégins we 
will have to pay for victory foot 
by foot in blood and sacrifices. 

“The German troops are tough 
and ready. In my tour of the 
North African front last month 
IT saw many German and Italian 
prisoners. The Italians surrendered 
to our troops happily and eagerly. 
But the German soldiers resisted 
stubbornly and sullenly. They are 
still a long way from defeat. 

“There has been a lot of talk 
about the physical condition of the 
German and Italian soldiers. Some 
have said they were poorly fed, 
weakened by privation and poorly 
equipped. The fact is they are 
rugged physical specimens and 
their equipment is of the best.” 
Warns Against Negotiated Peace. 

The cost of ultimate victory, Wa- 
ring asserted, will be great. But, 
he said\\“no matter what it costs 
or how jong it takes it will be 
worth the candle” He warned 
against Aistening to the pleas of 
those o may in time view the 
_©ost with mounting horror and 
demand a negotiated peace. 

“The specter of appeasement,” 
he said, “must never cast its 
shadow over the crosses of our 
heroic dead: We have no right 
to pass on to another generation 
the job of fighting another war. 
It is our job to finish it now.” 

Praises Troops in Africa. 


Waring said the. action of Amer- 
ican.troops in their battle baptism 
in North Africa proved that “we 
have the best trained, best equip- 
ped and best led Army America 
has ever had,” 

“The American soldier,” he said, 
“has vindicated himself of the 
charges of those who said he was 
green. He wasn’t green, he was 
merely inexperienced. in «© actual 
battle. He fell back from his first 
action against Rommel’s veterans, 
but he returned to win.” 

United States Senator Bennett 
Cc. Clark, one of the founders of 
the Legion, had been invited to 
address the meeting but his duties 
forced him to remain in Washing- 
ton. Peter S. Miravalle, general 
chairman fo rthe anniversary cele- 
bration, presided.

PITTSBURGH, Pa., May 8 (AP). 
—A strike of more than 2000 coal 
miners in protest against $l-a-day 
fines for unauthorized work stop- 
pages apparently was lessening in 
Ohio and Pennsylvania today as 
union leaders urged, the men to re- 
turn to their jobs. 

John L. Lewis, president of the 
United Mine Workers, replied “no 
comment” when asked in New 
York City about the strikes, but 


pressed the hope of an early settle- 
ment, Fourteen hundred workers 
went back to the pits this morning 
at California, Pa. 

Two of Ohio’s largest operations 
were shut down by a strike of 1200 
miners, and a stoppage was effect- 
ed at the Shannopin mine of the 
Jones & Laughlin Steel Corpora- 
tion at Bobtown, Pa., about 70 
miles south of Pittsburgh, employ- 
ing about 500 men. 

At Columbus, Adolph Pacifico, 
vice-president of . District 6, said 
union officers would meet with 
Operators tomorrow in an attempt 
to work out some agreement, but 
until then, he said he saw no hope 
of work resuming. Six hundred 
men at both the Willow Grove 
mine at Neffs and the Rail & Riv- 
er Mine No. 6 at McClainsville re- 
fused to enter the pits after they 
said they were fined $2 each by 
the company for being off the job 
April 29 and 30. 

Under contracts, the men were 
subject to a $l-a-day fine for the 


two stoppages prior to the general 


shutdown last Friday midnight. 

At Uniontown, Pa., Michael Ho- 
nus, secretary of UMW iDstrict 4, 
said, “We're doing all we can to 
end the strike at Bobtown.” 

In addition to these strikes, 200 
men refused to work at Princeton, 
Ind., after learning they were 


“docked” for time lost during mine 
mechanical trouble. 

Twelve hundred anthracite min- 
ers, however, were scheduled to 
resume work at Glen Lyon, Pa., 
Monday after a week’s idleness, 
pending negotiation of a_ local 
grievance with the Susquehanna 
Collieries Co.

The CIO has therefore been urging the 
Government officials not merely to enforce outstanding maximum prices 
but, of equal importance, to take immediate steps to roll back the present 
prices to levels of September 15, 1942.

Senator Falzone proposes that a 
County Legislative Advisory Coun- 
cil, consisting of 11 members, be 
set up to make the study of the 
county government. It would .con- 
sist of the Senator, the three coun- 
ty members of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, the County Counsel- 
or and two members selected by 
the County Court from a list of 
five submitted by the Bar Associa- 
tion of the county, two by the Cir- 
cuit Judges from a list of five sub- 
mitted by the County Chamber of 
Commerce, and two by the Gov- 
ernor from a list of five submit- 
ted jointly by the Mayors of all 
municipalities in the county hav- 
ing populations of more than 2000. 

The purpose is set out in one 
section. of the bill, which reads: 

“It shall be the duty of the 
council’ to make an intense, im- 
partial and constructive survey of 
the laws affecting thé govern- 
mental organization and operation 
of such counties; after which it 
shall be the duty of the council 
to prepare a report directed to the 
_ gixty-third General Assembly of 
the state of Missouri, containing 
recommendations for such revi- 
sion, modernization or changes in 
any of the existing laws that will 
give to such counties governmental 
machinery to more adequately ad- 
minister, govern and operate such 
counties.” 

The council would be temporary, 
its life terminating two years after 
the effective date of the act 
creating it. It would thus be re- 
quired to make its report to the 
next and would con- 
tinue in existence during that ses- 
sion.

NEW ROLE FR LABOR 


R. J. Thomas Says Unions 
Should Help Determine Some 
Government Policies. 


Labor must have its rightful 
share in determining the policies 
of our Governntent, if we are to be 
successful in the war and in decid- 
ing the peace, R. J. Thomas, inter- 
national. president of the CIO 
United Auto Workers’ Union, said 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter last 
night. 

“The War Manpower Commis- 
he said, “should be entirely 
in the hands of labor, I believe, as 
it is in England. Many trouble- 
some labor questions would not 
now exist, if labor had its own 
representative as head of the La- 
bor Department—and if Congress 
truly represented the largest group 
of our population, the laborer. 

“Little by little, the duties of a 
department rightfully our repre- 
sentative have, been removed — 
Mme. Perkins may be a wonder- 
ful social worker, but she definite- 
ly is not a representative of la- 
bor. 

“Congress showed it was not 4 
true representative of the people, 
when the House came out against 
the President and voted to throw 
out the $67,000 limit on salaries. 
A referendum to the people, I’m 
sure, would have shown different 
results.” 

Thomas is here with other UAW 
leaders to get the opinions of 
workers concerning the,President’s 
recent “hold-the-line” anti-infla- 
tion order, in a meeting to be held 
today at Hotel Jefferson. 

Equality of Sacrifice. 

“Labor wants to see equality of 
sacrifice,” he continued. 

“Big business men like Ricken- 
backer and Lewis H. Brown, pres- 
ident of Johns-Manville Corpora- 
tion, who yesterday expressed the 
belief the War Labor Board has 
‘relinquished the fight against in- 
flation by breaking through the 
little Steel formula,’ led in the 
fight to end the salary limitation 
for executives, with cries it would 
‘stop incentive.’ They are the same 
ones who fight for limitation of 
incentive increases for labor.” 

The UAW has adopted a policy, 
rolle@® back to May 15, 1942, when 
the Little Steel formula was an- 
nounced. Thomas, who was on the 
board that ruled in the Little Steel 
question, said labor would not be 
needing a change in the formula 
rates now, “if prices had been 
pegged then, as promised.”

PREDICTION COST 


Fulfilling: Prophecy.

LEWISTOWN, Ill, May 8—A 
fortune teller’s accurate prediction 
that a woman who had made a 
small investment in the fake “Hen-

The size and quality of the work, 


mlits intensity, its subtlety of shad- 


ing, and its contrapuntal  in- 
genuity, make it a tax on the re- 
sources of any organization how- 
ever talented and however well 
trained. 


The presentation by the Bach 


Choir was therefore something of 
a triumph particularly for the 
double chorus. All of the choral 
numbers were projected in the 
spirit of the text, reflecting alter- 
nately the mean passions of the 
mob and the tender faith and 
resignation of the Disciples and 
the FolHowers. There was every 
evidence of careful and conscien- 
tious training. The voices were well | 
shown at attacks, releases and the 
important differentiations, in 
volume. 

The evening in fact belonged 
to the chorus and the conductor, 
for demands made by the several 
arias and recitatives were fre- 
quently beyond the scope of the 
soloists. In the case of John 
Priebe, the tenor, the understand- 
ing was there, but his voice did 
not have the suppleness demand- 
ed by the more florid passages 
nor the range particularly neces- 
sary to a dramatic statement of 
the beautiful recitatives of the 
Evangelist. The two basses were 
much more arresting, Gean Green- 
well brought color and appropriate 


dramatic emphasis to those parts/|, 


of the dialogue in which Peter, 
Judas, the High Priest and Pilate 
were concerned, and Elwyn Carter 
contributed a rich vocal quality 
and sensitiveness of inflection to 
the memorable words of the Christ. 

Save for the poignant aria “Have 
mercy, Lord, on me” which was 
acceptably sung by Mary Dowson, 
the contralto, the two woman so- 
loists were consistent liabilities, 

A double orchestra composed of 
strings, flutes and oboes supported 
the orchestra and was handled ef- 
fectively by Mr. Heyne. The or- 
chestra should have been larger, 
since Bach’s scoring obviously re- 
quires that the double chorus and 
double orchestra should be co- 
equal, but the remarkable emo- 
tional quality of the orchestral 
writing was nevertheless well pre- 
sented. 

Besides the Boys’ Choir, a group 
of children from several parish 
schools participated in the singing 
of the opening chorale.

N. A. R. E. B. DIRECTORS URGE 
U.S, RENT CONTROL CHANGES 


CHICAGO, May 8 (AP — The 
board of directors of the National 
Association of Real Estate Boards 
today recommended changes in 
federal rent control, encourage- 
ment of home ownership as an 
anti-inflationary measure, and 
early arrangements for disposal of 
surplus federal properties during 


and after the war. 

Recalling that the association’s 
previous recommendations for al- 
terations in the administration of 
rent control had been rejected, the 
statement said, “We pledge that 
this association will continue to 
press these demands upon the ad- 
ministration, OPA and Congress.” 

The statement said that “rents 
have. been held rigidly to prewar 
levels while other prices have been 
permitted to advance,” and “mil- 
lions of small property owners 
whom we represent feel a deep 
sense of injustice.” 

Rent control revisions recom- 
mended included the rescinding by 
OPA of the one-third down pay- 
ment and 90-day stay clauses re- 
lating to property purchases; local 
participation in the administration, 
and “a fair administrative attitude 
toward property owners on the 
part of the OPA.”

For $5000 House 


An enlarged market for low-cost 
homes, or those costing $5000 or 
more withdéut the land, is antici- 
pated, according to Thomas 8. Hol- 
den, president of the F. W. Dodge . 
Corporation, 

The deferred demand which is 
being built up now is for houses in 
the $6000 bracket, Holden says. 
These houses are now banned by 
war restrictions. Of the houses 
contemplated for postwar owner- 
occupants, as reported by the F. 
W. Dodge Corporation in a survey 
made during the last four months 
of 1942, 16 per cent are estimated 
to cost, without land, $10,000 and 
up. Ninety per cent, however, come 
within the $5000 bracket. If, as it 
is expected, national income con- 
tinues in the postwar period at 
much higher levels than in the 
poverty decade, Holden says, the 
number of families able to buy or 
occupy houses in this price range 
will be vastly larger than in the 
1930's. 

Of the Eastern Missouri, South- 
ern Illinois and Arkansas families 
included in the survey, 87 per cent 
plan to spend over $5000, and 17 
per cent say they will build homes 
costing more than $10,000. These 
figures do not include the cost of 
land.

SAYS ST. LOUIS SHOULD HOLD

St. Louis has good prospects of 
keeping its wartime population

ball is also the longest throw in 
West Point sports annals. 


During the World War I he was 
stationed on the Mexican border 
with the Fourteenth Infantry. 
Much to his disgust he never got 
overseas, but carne out of the war 
with the rank of Major. He had 
two four-year tours of duty at 
West Point, teaching mathematics 
from 1920 to 1924 and acting as 
assistant commandant of Cadets 
from 1934 to 1938. He is also a 
graduate of the Army War Col- 
lege and of the Command and 

General Staff School. 


He headed the Fort Benning In- 
fantry School from.February, 1941, 
to February, 1942. Then he took 
command of the Eighty-second In- 
fantry Division, known as the All 
American Division becauseall of 
the 48 states are represented in 
its ranks. Sergt. Alvin C. York 
was with this division in World 
War I and the General had York 
give his men a pep talk at Camp 
Claibourne, La., on May 7, 1942. 


The Eighty-second Division was 
composed of selectees with cadre 
from Ninth Division and it became 
one of the crack combat outfits of 
the Army. In fact, it became so 
good. that it was split into two 
other divisions. On June 26, 1942, 
Bradley was appointed to com- 
mand the Twentye-ighth Division 
with the rank of Major General 
and took it-to Camp Livingston, 
La. While he was in Florida, on 
Feb. 17 of this year, he was given 
one day’s notice that he was going 
overseas. A week later he was at 
Allied Field Headquarters here at- 
tached to Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower’s command. Later he be- 
came deputy commander of the 
corps under Lieut. Gen. George 5S. 
Patton. : 


_ Bradley is six feet, one inch tall. 

He is erect and lanky, with a 
fringe of gray hair around his 
head. His easy stride is that of 
the well-conditioned athlete as in- 
deed he still is. He is one of the 
best shots in the Army and has 
picked off a crow at more than 
400 yards with a Springfield 1903 
model. 


He would like a shot at an 
enemy airplane some day and was 
provoked recently when a Mes- 
serschmitt came within range and 
he did not have his favorite rifle. 


“What a duck shot that would 
have made!” he muttered. 


He is an enthusiastic fisherman, 
and once was runner-up in the 
Army golf tournament in Wash- 
ington, but, of course, he has given 
up those sports for the duration. 

Bradley dislikes pomp and has 
flown the flag of his rank on his 
car in a few ceremonies only to 
please his wife and his aide. Once 
at a reception in his honor at 
-Camp Claiborne at which his offi- 
cers were resplendently attired in 
dress uniform, Bradley showed up 
in a khaki shirt and trousers. 


He is a front line General shar- 
ing the perils with his men. He 
has been bombed and has crouched

shot out from under him, his 
reconnaissance car has been ripped 
by shrapnel and his rifle butt has 
been smacked by more of the 
same. 


Once at Camp Livingston Brad- 
ley was busy with his desk work, 
but learned that his men were 
going on a 25-mile night hike.

When one man 
dropped out, the General grabbed 
up that man’s rifle and carried it.

SOLDIER AT 11, SAY 
MOBERLY FRIENDS

MOBERLY, Mo., May 8.—Word 
that Maj. Gen, Omar N. Bradley 
had directed the victorious dash of 
American troops into Bizerte was 
received with great pride by his 
many home town friends and 
schoolmates here today. Relatives 
had known for some time that 
Gen. Bradley was in North Africa, 
but the secret had been well kept 
and even they did not know he 
was commanding the Bizerte at- 
tack. 

Those same friends, relatives 
and schoolmates said Gen. Bradley 
had been a “soldier since he was 
11 years old,” and that he had 
reached his high-ranking post be- 
cause of efficiency—‘“he was self- 
made and determined, and without 
fortune and pull,” they say. 

Gen. Bradley was born on a 
farm west of Clark, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. J. S. Bradley, Feb. 12, 
1894. His father was a rural 
school teacher and Gen. Bradley 
attended a rural school several 
years before his family moved to 
Higbee where Omar attended grade 
school and high school. The 
father died in 1908 and Mrs. Brad- 
ley and son moved to Moberly, 
where the youth completed his 
schooling. 4 
we Went to West Point. 

The mother in 1911 was married 
to J. R. Maddox, who still lives 
here, and they cared for him until 
his entrance into West Point, 
under an appointment by Con- 
gressman W. W. Rucker, 

“He was as good a boy as you'll 
ever see.” The stepfather said. “He 
was perfect. ie loved to play base- 
ball, and was good too. And we 
liked to hunt and fish. He could 
take his rifle and bust upples as 
fast as you could throw them up.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, May 8 (AP). — 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower, Allied 
commander in chief, disclosed to- 
day that Maj. Gen. Omar N. Brad- 
ley, 49year-old Missourian, com- 
manded the victorious drive of the’ 
United States Second Corps into 
Bizerte, having taken over from 
Lieut. Gen. George S. Patton Jr. 
when the Americans were shifted 
to the north on April 17. 

Gen. Bradley, regarded as one of 
the Army’s best infantry comman- 
ders, took over command from Pat- 
ton when the Americans were 
transferred from the Maknassy 
area to the rugged mountain re- 
gion of the north. 

The reason for the change in 
command, it was explained, was 
that the new zone of operations 
assigned to the Americans made 
the northern drive essentially an 
infantry fight. 

Lieut. Gen. Patton is an armored 
fighting specialist and in the south 
the battle was chiefly by the use 
of armor. 

Eisenhower expressed the high- 


est confidence’ in both generals.

McCabe, who is 44 years old and 
a former employe of a war plant 
near Marion, said the woman de- 
serted hi five months after their 
marriage and that he instituted 

proceedings for a divorce, which 
he obtained Nc~. 5, 1942. Three 
days later, he said, he married his 
fifth wife, a Mounds woman. 

The woman's body was identified 
by means of fingerprints. which 
were checked with those made at 
an Indiana war plant where she 
once applied for work.

The Art Museum opened a 
Missouri Room yesterday, the 
jlatest of its series of American 
period interiors. Jt was recon- 
structed from material taken from 
the parlor of the Nicholas Burk- 
Lhartt house near New Franklin, 
Howard county, built in 1832. Ac- 
quisition of the room and its re- 


moval to the museum was ac- 
complished more than a year ago, 
but its furnishings were gradually 
assembled, It stands in Gallery F 
on the ground floor of the mu- 
seum. 
Entrance to the room is from a 
wide hall from which a Missouri 
version of an Adam-style mantel 
first catches the eye. On the 
jimantel are three bronze candle- 
sticks with crystal lusters, and be- 
tween them are two flower groups | 
done in cloth of gold and wire 
under glass domes. 

On either side of the fireplace 
is a late Sheraton cherry wood 
table, with a Connecticut clock on 
one, and a small chest on_ the 
other. Oil portraits of William and 
Sarah Parkinson, Missouri pio- 
neers, hang above the tables. To 
the left of the fireplace is a Phyfe 
style mahogany Empire “Pem- 
broke” table discovered in Hanni- 
bal. 

The carved valance boards and 

the Venetian blinds have been re- 
constructed from fragments found 
in Howard county. The bull’s-eye 
convex mirror above the piano is 
ornamented with the cornucopia, 
suggesting the era of plenty, rather 
than the eagle which had _ been 
popular on mirrors in the War of 
1812. 
Between the windows on the 
west wall is a St. Memin profile 
portrait of Meriwether Lewis, ex- 
plorer. And between the two doors 
on the north side is a secretary 
with green and gold rush-bottom 
chairs on either side, lent by the 
Missouri Historical Society and 
originally owned by Gen. William 
Clark. 

Although the woodwork is all 
black walnut from the Burkhartt 
house, it is painted an off-white, 
as is the rest of the decoration. 


Adjoining the Missouri Room is 
an exhibition of other Missouri 
pieces, notably a fine Sheraton 
sideboard in cherry, mahogany and 
bird’s-eye maple, originally in one 
of the Sappington houses, and an 
early rush-bottom chair, lent by 
Mrs, Herman B. Miller, from the 
Auguste Chouteau house.

Branches of the Dardenne run 
through the property of the Wel- 
don Spring munitions plant, and 
red water in the creek has been 
traced to waste matter from the 
plant getting into the streams. 

At Jefferson City, the office of 
the Conservation Commission said 
the matter had been under discus- 


built, in peacetime, pollution dis-

“But our trade agreements 
program was an implicit recogni- 
tion of our former short-sighted- 
ness and evidenced an. honest de- 
sire to re-establish greatér oppor- 
tunity in foreign trade for all na- 
tions, including Germany. 

“Our trade agreements with 
European countries, instead of en- 
circling Germany, may have 
helped to some éxtent to ease the 
situation of some countries toward 
which Hitler directed his economic 
and political aggression, They may 
have helped to prevent some from 
falling completely within the Ger- 
man orbit.”

OT long ago, in a publi: opinion poll here, people were asked to 
name their choice for Prime Minister should anything happen to 
Per Albin Hansson, who for 10 years has been head of the Govern- 

ment. A large percentage of those replying had no choice. 
‘This is a phenomenon common to democracies large and small. 
Roosevelt and Churchill so dominate their times: that the process of 


democratic succession is obscured. 


Likewise, rotund, ruday Per Albin 


has become an institution it is difficult to see around. While this may 
be temporary political myopia due to the crisis of war, it is nevertheless 
a kind of blindness that requires careful observation. 


Per Albin, a bridge-player and 
bowler, has done extraordinarily 
well. Like the calm, peaceful face 
of the country itself, the storms of 
the past 10 years have left few 
marks on him. Nevertheless the 
strain of maintaining a neutral 
position in recent years has told

erhment he heads. ; 

Ineyitably it has meant a con- 
stant succession of compromises in 
order to preserve thé delicate bal- 
ance in the midst of war-torn 
Europe. What has made it more 
difficult is that concessions to 
Nazis, such as transit traffic of 
troops on leave, have been obvious, 
while repeated refusals of German 
requests have been undisclosed. 
They have been undisclosed be- 
eause, while the Nazis might ac- 
cept “no” as an answer, they would 
quickly resent any advertisement 
of that answer. Nazi prestige is 
carefully guarded. 


Germans Turned Down. 


Germans are repeatedly exerting 
pressure for credits from Sweden. 
A year ago, a German trade dele- 
gation arrived in Stockholm to ar- 
range a new clearing credit of 
more than $50,000,000. This was 
not only refused, but Germany was 
compelled to pay $5,000,000 in gold 
outside of the clearing agreement. 
To compensate, of course, the 
Nazis applied greater pressure to 
expand private export credits 
guaranteed by the government. 
Credits to Germany and Finland 
in 1942 were $75,000,000, according 
to the best estimate of observers, 
and another $50,000,000 may be 
added because of the price differ- 
ential. Of this total, perhaps 40 
per cent was uncompensated. 

While the fact that it is still in 
compromise is responsible for con- 
tinued peace in Sweden, the com- 
promise can become a dangerous 
one. The question is, whether it 
can be broken off when the mo- 
ment comes for unequivocal ac- 
tion. Per Albin has spoken force- 
fully on this point, saying that 
Sweden is ready for any eventual- 
ity, with orders already given 
which cannot be altered by fifth- 
column activity. 


Intrigue Inevitable. 


That the Government must func- 
tion in an atmosphere of intrigue 
is inevitable because representa- 
tives of all belligerents are here in 
Stockholm after information and 
advantage. Utmost caution is nec- 
essary to preserve secrecy, and this 
goes for foreign legations as well 
as the Government. One of the 
largest legations has a man who 
devotes most of his time to search- 
ing for dictaphones in legation of- 
fices, and in the homes of the le- 
gation staff. Conversations in pub- 
lic and on telephones are kept on 
an innocuous level. 


In a coalition government there 
are disadvantages as well as ad- 
vantages. One is the very lack of 
opposition and the lack of alt€r- 
native to the coalition policy. 
Both in trade union and public 
elections, the Communist vote has 
risen. This does not mean an in- 
crease in the number of Commu- 
nists in Sweden. It is a protest 
vote—protest against the cautious 
policy of the Government. 


The. most striking recent exam- 


holm Meta] Workers’ Union. Labor 
party members—Social Democrats 
—outvoted Communists by only a 
slight margin. ‘This was a protest 
against the policies of a Govern- 
ment long in power. Partly, of 
course, it was a protest against 
the fact that wages have not kept 
ce with the rise in prices, while 
at the same time skilled workers 
are so scarce that they must be ra- 
tioned by Government decree. 


Status Quo Tendency. ; 


The tendency of a government 
long in power is to freeze the 
status quo. Recently the Minister 
of Finance, Ernst Wigforss, intro- 
duced in Parliament a measure to 
restrict the number of tobacco 
shops to approximately the pres- 
ent total, Leaders of Sweden’s 
famed co-operative movement see 
this as a symptom of a trend to 
keep economy within the present 
limits. The cautious government 
fears that the delicate economic 
balance will be upset. 


The co-operators are still firm 
believers in competition in a rela- 
tively free economy. They have 
been so successful that their pri- 
vate competitors would like to 
curb them, using the war emer- 
gency as justification for freezing 
laws. Repeatedly, the co-operators 
have insisted that emergency re- 
strictive laws should provide spe- 
cific termination at the earliest 
possible date. They ‘ave looked 
with great suspicion on groups 
that speak of future “planning” 
which often seems to mean 
monopoly restriction and freezing 
of things as they are. 

Too much importance should 
not be placed on the protests 
registered against the govern- 
ment. The Communists have only 
three members out of 230 in the 
lower house of Parliament, and 
one out of 150 members in the 
upper house. 


Social-Democrats Gain. 


The Social-Democratic majority 
has steadily increased in the past 
decade, gaining at the expense of 
the liberal and conservative parties. 
The rank and file, and particularly 
workers in the party machine, 
share the caution of the govern- 
ment. They are still relatively 
prosperous with free trade unions, 
and they fear the upset of their 
precarious stability and a share in 
the desperate fate of labor in the 
rest of Europe. August Lindberg, 
head of the Swedish Federation of 
Labor, has taken a particularly 
cautious line. Gunnar Anderson, 
the viceschairman, has, however, 
favored a strong stand: against 
transit traffic, arguing that Swe- 
den’s position in the postwar 
world requires an end of this con- 
cession to the Nazis. 


According to Rickard Sterner, 
economist, the trade union federa- 
tion cost of living has gone up 42 
per cent since July, 1939, while 


money wages have gone up 24 per | 


cent. He estimates that this is a 
decline in real wages of 13 to 14 
per cent. That the decline has not 
been greater is due to the remark- 
able Swedish facility for organiza- 
tion, and to the farsightedness of 
certain Swedish leaders.

avenue detested his neighbors across the way.

Whatever Roosevelt did, they damned. The 
White House and the headquarters of the 
chamber seemed to glower at each other; no 
far stretch of the imagination was required 
to see on the greensward of the intervening 
park a spite fence that would last as long as 
Roosevelt might last in the White House. 

All this was before young Eric A. Johnston 
came on the scene.. For the time being, at 
least, the spiritual fence is down; the sym- 
bolic thing today is not the architectural 
standpatism of the Chamber’s house but the 
pleasant green reaches of the park. 


Roosevelt Pays Tribute 

To Johnston’s Leadership. 

The President addresses Johnston as Eric, 
tells him his best stories. To the annual 
meeting in New York which lately re-elected 
Johnston as president of the Chamber of 
Commerce, Roosevelt sent this message 
through Johnston: 


“The gains we are making in the pro- 
duction of war goods are the fruits of co- 
operation between management and em- 
ployes in their devotion to a common 
cause. Members of the Chamber of Com- 
merce may well be proud of the contribu- 
tion they have made under your able lead- 
ership. I have had opportunity to know 
of and cause to appreciate that leadership.” 


That was a remarkable meeting in New 


York. 

It may be that too much significance is 
being read into it—that the change which 
appears to have come over the chamber’s at- 
titude, and which the convention threw into 
high relief, is deceptive. “Labor,” the organ 
of the railroad brotherhoods, says it is. ‘‘La- 
bor” says that “‘although the chamber makes 
an occasional pretense of being liberal and 
social-minded, the brutal fact is that the 
hard-headed business men who make up its 
membership are unregenerate reactionaries.’ 

That’s one side of the story. 


Re-election Indicates 
Real Change of Heart. 


The other is that genuine progress has 
been made in the conversion of the chamber, 
not to New Dealism, but certainly to a phi- 
losophy markedly more liberal than tit 
which dominated it before the election of 
Johnston as president in the spring of last 
year. 

Roosevelt’s message testifies to this 
change, and so also does the bare fact of 
Johnston's re-election as head of the cham- 
ber, without opposition. The board of direc- 
tors, who choose the president, could easily 
have dropped Johnston, for there is no rule 
that gives the president a second term. 
Johnston's predecessor, in fact, served only 
one term, He was James S, Kemper, a Chi- 
cago insurance executive, and he had held 
the chamber to a typically conservative and 
unimaginative course. Precedent was 
smashed to bits when the chamber turned 
for his successor to the young man—now 
46—from Spokane, a ‘“‘radical’’ by all its pre- 
vious standards. 

If the chamber, under Johnston’s leader- 
ship, has not in fact become more liberal, 
the New York meeting must be ranked as a 
masterpiece of camouflage. For one thing, 
the resolutions adopted, though in some re- 
spects illiberal from the labor point of view 
—though, as a matte: of fact, they did not 
as a whole go as far to the left of center as 
Johnston himself would have gone—never- 
theless stand in sharp contrast with the 
chamber’s pronouncements when it was con- 
demning out of hand any proposal to change 
the economic status quo. One notable reso- 
lution, that for extension of the Reciprocal 
Trade Agreements Act, was adopted by a 
three-to-one vote on the floor.

history, there were spokesmen of labor and 
agriculture at a general convention session. 
The occasion was a “unity” luncheon, where 
the speakers’ platform was shared by Wil- 
liam Green, president of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor; Edward A. O’Neal, presi- 
dent of the American Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion, and Owen D. Young, elder statesman 
of business, chairman of the board of the 
General Electric Co, 


Green linked a plea for unity among busi- 
ness, labor and agriculture with an expres- 
sion of labor’s belief in the free enterprise 
system. He won the biggest ovation of the 
convention. 


Another Labor Spokesman 
Hails New Understanding. 


Another spokesman of organized labor at 
the meeting was Robert J. Watt, interna- 
tional representative of the AFL and a 
member of the National War Labor Board. 
He felt, he said, like Daniel in the lion’s 
den.’ However, Daniel got out of the den, 
and this proved that we “do make progress.”’ 
He thus described the progress that he felt 
had been made in the field of capital-labor 
relations: 


“Your president, Eric Johnston,” he said, 
“has done more to remove the barriers of 
suspicion and hostility which used to exist 
between labor and industry than anyone 
would have believed possible a few years 
ago.

Johnston himself believes there has been 
a wholesome growth of ‘‘social awareness’’

“There is a growing realization,” he told 
the Post-Dispatch, “that only as the whole 
country prospers can business prosper: that 
the welfare of business is tied in with the 
welfare of labor and of agriculture. There is 
a growing realization by business that the 
day of unbridled capitalism is past: that as 
our civilization becomes more complex great- 


er controls become essential. It is important 
that we should not allow our conflicts over 
methods of control to keep us from the unity 
we must have, among all segments of our 
economic life, if we are to gain the full meas- 
ure of benefits which the capitalistic system 
can yield. 


“We must all work together. I don’t 
mean that labor should sell out to the em- 
ployer, or the employer to labor. We are 
bound to have our differences over the right 
ways of reaching our goals, but we must 
learn to settle these differences by sitting 
down together. They can’t be settled- by 
name-calling in the press or over thé radio. 


“If we can get unity of purpose, if we can 
clear the atmosphere of hate and suspicion, 
we shall reach solutions that will give us 
| such a degree of well being as few have

*“‘We know that our capitalistic system is 
the best that has been devised. We must 
work together—labor, business and agricul- 
ture——to preserve it. We must, each group 
of us, ask ourselves whether any given pro- 
posal is in the national interest. To do this 
is only enlightened self-interest. We know 
that changes in our system are inevitable; 
that capitalism is a dynamic, evolving struc- 
ture. That is one of the reasons for its 
superiority. Let us see to it that our changes 
are made in a friendly atmosphere.” 


That is the burden of Johnston’s message 
to business, and of the message he has been 
carrying assiduously to labor and agriculture 
during the past year. He has gone out of 
his way to confer with the leaders of organ- 
ized labor and the principal agricultural 
groups. 


Our goal is the same, he says; we all want 
to keep and develop the free enterprise sys- 
tem; let’s get together. 


To business men he says that unionism and 
collective ‘bargainimg are here to stay; to the 
unionists, that it is up to them to accept re- 
sponsibility commensurate with -their in- 
creased powers. 


Not All Easy Sailing; 
Board Dislikes New Deal. 


He has not always had easy sailing with 
his board of directors. This is a body of 44 
members—-20 representing the 10 grand 
divisions of business, 18 representing nine 
geographical districts, six elected at large. 
It has been in the past a highly conserva- 
tive group. It still doesn’t like the New 
Deal. Johnston’s activities have caused mur- 
murings. Last summer he was photographed 
on the White House steps in the company 
of William Green and Philip Murray, heads 
of the AFL and CIO; they had all just 
come from delivering a unity message to 
the President. After the picture appeared 
in the newspapers, several important con- 
tributors to the chamber wrote angrily that 
they were through with it. Johnston had 
gone too far in his ‘“‘truckling’ to the 
unions, 


He continued on his way and presently 
they concluded that he hadn’t sold out to 
the unions but was only trying to get busi- 
ness and labor together on a basis of mutual 
understanding and respect. All those who 
pulled out have since rejoined the chamber. 
With more than 1800 business groups and 
trade associations on its rolls, it now has 
the largest membership in its history. 


Still Some Conservatives 
Who Aren’t Yet Reconciled. 


There is far from complete acceptance of 
Johnston’s liberal, or, from another point 
of view, middle-ground, tenets in the cham- 
ber. There are still conservative die-hards 
who have not yet reconciled themselves to 
collective bargaining. Hurdles are yet to be 
surmounted, but, says Johnston, “definite 
progress” has been made, and he can point 
in proof to the tone of the New York meet- 
ing and its specific indorsement of his get- 
together policies. The make-u; of the 
speakers’ list, with its unprecedented recog- 
nition of labor and agriculture, is itself 
significant of a new attitude. 


It’ won't be surprising now if Johnston, 
in a return of compliments, is invited to ad- 
dress une of the great labor organizations. 

How deep is the chamber’s transforma- 
tion remains to be seen. There are those, 
like the publication “Labor,” who say that 
it is only skin deep. The fact remains that 
the reactionary elements in the chamber 
are keeping silence; the more liberal bloc 
headed by Johnston is in control. And that 
fact alone, against the background of the 
chamber’s conservative record, is important. 


Johnston disclaims credit for the new 
spirit which he sees in the chamber. A 
liberal ferment, he says, was working when 
he took charge, and he has simply done 
what he could to keep it going. This is an 
over-modest estimate on his part. The skill 
and enthusiasm with which the young man 
from Spokane has pushed his cause have 
been, his: friends believe, the major factor in 
its success,

Local Option Aim. 


Instead, they are  concentrat- 
ing their attention on local op- 
tion elections, in Missouri and 
elsewhere, under which individual 
communities vote on being wet or 
dry, and on pressure for legisla- 
tion outlawing the sale of liquor 
around military areas and defense 
plant districts, 


Their mounting success is little 
realized by the public at large. 
While only three states, Mississip- 
pi, Kansas and Oklahoma, are 
wholly dry, the dry areas in other 
states are spreading rapidly under 
local option elections, Of 12,000 
local option elections in the nine 
years since repeal, the drys have 
won 7700 of them. Last year the 
drys won elections in 198 geo- 
graphical units, including towns 
in Texas, Louisiana, Alabama, 
Kentucky, Arkansas, Illinois and 
in several New England states. 
Statewide prohibition appears to 
be just over the horizon in Ala- 
bama. 


The flourishing of lo@al option 
elections about the country is 
coupled with increasing pressure 
for acts to forbid the sale of liquor 
in military zones. While the Lee 
amendment to the teen-age draft 
bill last October died in commit- 
tee, its demise came only after a 
lively fight. Since then the pres- 
sure on the dry bloc in Congress 
for such action has multiplied. 
Every week hundreds of letters to 
Congressmen demanding such sales 
bars are read into the Congres- 
sional Record, and even “wet” Sen- 
ators and Representatives concede 
that it will be a job to block some 
form of restrictive legislation. 


Increasing Pressure. 


Such legislation is now pending 
in the Capitol in several forms. 
The Army-Navy camp bill, intro- 
duced by Senator O’Daniel, is in 
the Military Affairs Committee. 
Senate bill 569, fathered by Sen- 
ator Capper, would prohibit the 
interstate transportation of liquor 
advertisements, while Senate bill 
682, sponsored by Senator Johnson, 
fvwould bar the paid advertisement 
of alcoholic beverages on the ra- 
dio. The latter two measures are 
in the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mittee, whose chairman, Senator 
Burton K, Wheeler, no dry, is not 
disposed to turn a cold shoulder 
to complaints of drinking around 
military camps. 


“There’s no question that a bad 
psychological effect on the public 
is created by the spectacle of an 
intoxicated service man,” Senator 
Wheeler told the Post-Dispatch the 
other day. “As a matter of fact, 
I've been getting a lot of letters 
on it, too, and I wrote to the War 
Department asking it to take some 
action. Frankly, that’s the point 
that bothers me, our boys drinking 
in Army and Navy camp areas.

Bryson said. 


“You'd be surprised at the 
amount of mail I’m getting de 
manding action on prohibition, or 
some form of it. I began putting 
100 letters a day in the Congres- 
sional Record, but had to stop 
when the flow got too big. Less 
than 1 per cent of the letter writ- 
ers are against prohibition. If the 
bill for all-out prohibition came 
up on the floor for argument and 
vote, the House members would 
have to do some fancy squirming.” 


As in World War I. 


Bryson’s bill is styled “A bill to 
reduce absenteeism, conserve man 
power and speed production of 
materials necessary for the win- 
ning of the war.” Thus, like World 
War I, the present conflict is 
viewed by the drys as their big 
opportunity to indoctrinate the 
nation once more with some form 
of prohibition. 


Bryson, of courge, is running 
counter to the grand strategy of 
other drys in seeking national pro 
hibition, but there are other meas- 
ures in the House in harmony 
with the indirect approach. These 
include a bill by Representative 
Pace relating to the Army-Navy 
camp zones, a measure by Repre- 
sentative Culkin to prohibit radio 
advertisements of liquor, similar to 
Senator Johnson’s bill, and a bill 
by Representative Guyer to pro 
hibit liquor sales in the District 
of Columbia. 

The “Big Three” of the dry 
forces are the Methodist Board, 
which has headquarters in expan- 
Sive quarters in the Methodist 
Building, across the plaza from the 
Capitol; the Anti-Saloon League of 
America, which has a suite of of- 
fices in a red brick building just 
south of the Capitol, and which is 
flanked on the west by a_ liquor 
store and on the east by a pros- 
perous-front bar-restaurant; and 
the Women’s Christian Temper- 
ance Union, which has it main of- 
fice in Evanston, Ill.

PLUNDERER OF PLUNDERERS. 
Rapine is one of the blackest and one of the old- 
est pursuits of the race. For careers of pillage and 
plunder, men have been called “great.” For loot, 
they have murdered each other through the ages. 
In the dawn of history, conquerors were march- 


very “cradle of mankind.” Nor were some of the 
Greeks—the civilizers—so very different at heart. 
It was less sympathy for an outraged husband than 
hunger for spoils, less the beauty of Helen’s face 
than the thirst for booty, that sent the thousand 
ships to the windy strand of Troy. 

As he marched and countermarched his phalanx 
from Egypt ta India, Macedonian Alexander slept 
with the Iliad under his head and outdid its loot- 
ing heroes. 

The tough legions from the banks of the Tiber, 
running Rome’s race at Rome’s pace—24 miles in 
eight hours—made an art of pillage. Under a hun- 
dred greedy adventurers, they backed up demands 
for tribute with their short stabbing-swords, And 
the barbarians from beyond the Danube learned the 
Roman lesson all too well. 

When Mohammed raised his sable standard, prom- 
ising a share in the spoils to all, the Arabs—“light 
of ear, bloody of hand, hog in sloth, fox in stealth, 
wolf in greediness, dog in madness, lion in prey’— 
flocked to it by the thousands, 

As Alexander put the torch to Persian Persepolis, 
so did ‘Amr the Arabian ravage the Greek’s name- 
sake-city in Egypt, shoveling the manuscripts of its 
famous library into the furnaces that warmed the 
waters of its baths. 

Out of China came the mighty Genghis Khan, 
sweeping across Turkestan, Persia, the Caucasus, 
Russia and India with his Mongol horde, sacking 
Khiva, Bukhara, Samarkand. 
The Black Prince devastated Northern France in 
the Hundred Years’ War. Wallenstein, Conde, Tu- 
Tenne and Gustavus Adolphus scourged the German 
countryside until the surviving peasants lived like 
savages. Napoleon crossed virtually all the bor- 
ders in Europe, carrying treasures back to Paris to 
make it the world’s most brilliant capital. ’ 
Parthian and Persian, Assyrian and Babylonian, 
Greek and Roman, Goth and Vandal, Mongol and 
Moslem, Dane and Swede, Frenchman and Briton— 
it is a long litany that one could make of the names 
of the plunderers. But all of them have now been 
eclipsed by Hitler and his Nazis. 
The Romans may have made an art of rapine. 
The little merchant of Mecca may have made it 
into a religion. But Hitler has made it into an 
all-consuming system. In the East—in Poland, in 
Greece and in Russia—he has given full sway not 
merely to the battle-maddened soldier's brutality, 
but also to the cruelty of Himmler’s carefully trained 
experts in bestiality. In the West—in France and 
in Norway—he has curbed his marauders with “cor- 
rectness” so that the return to the Reich might be 
the greater. Not only has he levied “occypation 
charges,” but he has printed worthless money for 
the depletion of food stocks and merchandise. 
The Board of Economic Warfare estimates that, 
by the end of 1941, the vaiue of his loot stood at 
36 billions of dollars. Since then, it has increased 
at the rate of “tens of billions of dollars per year,” 
Accumulated wealth has been transferred to German 
hands by “legal” devices that will leave its title al- 
most hopelessly confused after the war. 
Armaments and military supplies were seized 
everywhere. Before the war, the Nazis deliberately 
sold such material to Austria and Czecho-Slovakia, 
knowing full well that they planned to march into 
those countries to confiscate it. Whole industries 
have been dismantled, moved into the Reich and set 
up again, All the equipment of great research labo- 
ratories has been stolen in the same way. Art gal- 
leries and museums have been stripped. Cattle, sheep 
and hogs have been driven off. The occupied coun- 
tries have been despoiled of medicines, furniture 
and garden tools with equal ruthlessness. Even 
their working Mien and their daughters have been 
led into the Reich. 
A Caesar riding under a triumphal arch with a 
brace of slaves chained to hia chariot was a piker 
compared to the rapacious megalomaniac of Berchtes- 
gaden. Hannibal ravaging Italy was in contrast an 
amateur of pillage. Napoleon was a mere souvenir- 
hunter. Far and away, Hitler is the master of all 
of them—the plunderer of plunderers. 
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THOUGHTS OF THE OCEAN AT MIDNIGHT. 

Every now and then, it happens that a man, sit- 
ting in a quiet house at midnight and browsing 
through “Moby Dick” or “Two Years Before the 
Mast,” becomes, quite suddenly, discontended with 
thig bucolic, kindly corn-land of ours. It strikes 
him then that his native Middle West, this valley 
of the majestic rivers, has cheated him of some of 
the zest that belongs in a man’s life but that is giv- 
en to it only by the sea. 
It is then that your book-browsing Midlander 
seines his memory for recollections of the ocean, 
memories of harbor sights and smells. He recalls 
the pitch and roll and throb of ships on which he 
has sailed—a few big ones, a few smaller ones, one 
that the war has sent to the bottom. He wishes 
that he had spent years on their decks instead of, 
all in all, only a month or two. Hunger for the ocean 
makes him restless. He is under the spell of the 
sea with its freshness, its winds, its shifting hori- 
sons, its changing aspects: its mill-pond calm, its 
tumbling waves, its furious storms. 

His native fields assert their claim on his loyalty, 
and, half contrite, he asks himself whether the 
Southern Cross, seen through the halyards, was 
ever half so brilliant as the constellations over a 
Missouri coon-hunter’s hills. Was there ever a thrill 
in the roar of a fog horn half so haunting as the 
wail of a locomotive whistle? 

But the sea does not give up its hold on his 
browsing midnight. Yet some of the bite comes 
out of his envy of the intimates of the ocean with 
the thought that even they no longer know its 
thrills as their fathers did. He, imagines them al- 


ing up and down Western Asie. They ravaged the} 


most as companions in nostaigia as he reads a 
favorite page of Dana: 

The sea Was still as an inland lake; the light 
trade wind was gently and steadily blowing 
from astern; the dark blue sky was studded 
with the tropical stars; there was no sound but 
the a of the water under the stem; and 
the sails were spread out, wide and high... 
the apex of the pyramid, seeming actually to 
touch the stars, and to be out of reach of human 
hands. So quiet, too, wag the sea, and so steady 
was the breeze, that if these sails had been 
sculptured marble, they could ' not have been 
more motionless. 
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A LASKI COLUMN IS SUPPRESSED. 

When the wartime censorship regulations were 
established, it was announced that only facts of 
possible help to the enemy would be barred from 
publication, and there would be no censorship of 
opinion, short of seditious utterances. There were 
many complaints from correspondents last fall that 
expressions of opinion both in England and this 
country were being suppressed by their respective 
censors, and now another episode has come ta light. 

A column by Prof. Harold J. Laski, written for 
American newspapers, has been refused clearance by 
the London censor. The Overseas News Agency, 
agent for the Laski articles, reports by cable that 
the censored column took sharp issue with American 
official quarteie for their reaction to his “Open 
Letter to Roosevelt,’ published recently in the New 
Statesman and Nation, London, This open letter 
expressed alarm over our Government’s dealings with 
Peyrouton, Otto Hapsburg, Franco and Tibor Eck- 
hardt of Hungary, and: appealed for a change in 
policy. It had been denied that a State Depart- 
ment official made an “informal” complaint to the 
British Embassy over the original article. 

We in America have not forbidden criticism, and 
we should be interested in hearing what so well- 
informed a writer as Mr, Laski has to say about 
our Government's policies, whether or not we agree 
with his statements, It is inconceivable that his 
suppressed column was seditious in nature, for this 
noted economist and educator has many times proved 
himself a good friend of America. 

The only conclusion is that the London censor 
acted to protect Washington officials from criticism, 
Our own censors have’given similar protection to 
British officials. The result of such suppression, on 
either side of the Atlantic, is that the people of the 
two Allied nations cannot make the exchange of 
opinion which so often leads to better understanding 
between nations-as with individuals, 
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PLANT A FEW FLOWERS, TOO. 

In just about every back yard and on almost every 
vacant lot in town, Victory gardeners are hovering 
over ‘their lettuce, pulling up their first radishes 
and, of course, putting more seed into the ground. 
Their eagerness and their joy are so great that we are 
sure they will persevere, in the hot months ahead, 
with hoe and spray. 

Many of them are learning for the first time how 
wonderful home gardening can be, not merely as a 
source of vitamins in a time of limited food supplies, 
but also as balm for the soul that otherwise might 
find war too much with it. To these neophytes, 
we would say: Plant a few flowers, too. 

There's surcease to be found in them beyond that 
of the vegetable bed which, after all, is .a reminder 
of the times, From the strictly economic point of 
view, flowers are just about 100 per cent useless. 
That's why, in the yard and in the vase, they make 
for detachment—a medicine beneficial to all minds. 

Of course, one can’t waste much space on flowers 
this year, or do much experimenting. But there 
are some old standbys which will not disappoint 
even the most inexperienced gardener—zinnias and 
petunias, for example. And, even if there is no space 
left for flowers except some shady corner, there are 
varieties that will get along with almost no direct 
sun at all—bleeding hearts and plantain lilies, to 
mention only two. And for just an hour or two of 
sun each day, many varieties of phlox will come 
up year after year in free-flowering glory. 
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STARDUST PLACE AND CHOKEBERRY COURT? 

There's no longer any debate about the need for 
changing the duplicated street names in St, Louis 
and the county. Of 2765 names on the map of the 
area, 436 are repeated, many more than once. Oak 
and Francis appear 11 times, there are 10 Lee streets, 
and eight each called Suburban, Maple and Mary. 
All this causes lost motion, lost time and confusion 
for delivery men, visitors and even old inhabitants. 

The County Planning Commission has bravely 
tackled the problem and worked out a plan for re- 
christening the 785 streets bearing unoriginal names. 
The tentative list has two strikes against it, how- 
ever, because of the fanciful and non-indigenous and 
weird names included. 

Some of the names are of remote localities, such 
as Marmora, Orinoco, Cartagena, Quebec, Oslo, Mt. 
Shasta, Bokhara, Locarno and Arcturus, Some are 
botanical names, including such non-Missouri speci- 
mens as Almond, Mimosa, Orchid, Cactus, Hollyleaf, 
Sandalwood, Palmetto, Cinnamon and Cranberry. 
Others are painfully quaint, such as Eveningstar, 
Peach Blossom, Walkinig-stick lane, Earlybird, Yel- 
low Twig, Four O’Clock, Eventide, Moonlight place, 
Candlelight. Imagine a prosaic citizen giving his 
address as 488 Stardust place, Or, for that matter, 
admitting that he lives on Coreopsis court or Annana 
street or Pipestem place or Chokeberry court. 

Changing street names will become a controversial 
business unless substitutes with character and sig- 
nificance are offered. Citizens become attached to 
the old names, and are sure to oppose such a change 
as that from Clifton to Croesus. The commission 
overlooks a source of names with real meaning whén 
it passes up the history and development of the com- 
munity and the State. For a few samples, these 
historic names do not now appear on the street 
maps: bisa, Boone, Schurz, Pike, Wimar, Doniphan, 
Lovejoy, Hosmer, Campbell, Rollins and Tompkins. 

The campaign would make much better progress if, 
instead of fancy and synthetic names, some simple 
names with real associations were offered.

Nazi Diplomatic Victory 


Break in relations between Poles and Russians is a serious complica- 
tion to war effort of United Nations, former lecturer at University 
of Cracow says; Poland is charged with mismanagement of its trust; 


boundaries will need to be settled amicably with the Soviet Union,

HE break of diplomatic relations be- 
T tren the Soviet Government and the 

Polish Government-in-Exile is the great- 
est political victory the Axis has achieved 
during the war. Unless the causes which 
have led to the break are quickly removed, 
the victory of the United Nations and future 
peace are both in jeopardy. 

The Polish-Soviet understanding, which 
came about in the summer of 1941 and was 
followed up in December, 1941, by a treaty 
of alliance and a declaration of postwar col- 
laboration between Poland and the Soviet 
Union, failed to produce the friendly co- 
operation which both sides expected. 


The cause of this failure is to be found 
in the romantic hyper-nationalism and in 
the political irresponsibility of the major 
part of the Polish emigre intelligentsia. 
Having learned nothing from the events of 
1939 and from the later course of the war, 
they started immediately to oppose and to 
thwart Gen. Sikorski’s policy of collabo- 
ration with Soviet Russia. 


Pact With Russia Opposed. 


The very signing of the Polish-Soviet 
agreement in July, 1941, was accompanied 
by a crisis in the Polish Government-in- 
Exile. The opponents of the agreement, 
the leaders of which were mostly members 
of the former “Colonels’ regime” and adher- 
ents of Col. Beck's policy, of members of 
the definitely Fascist “nationalist camp,” 
had started an embittered opposition 
against Gen, Sikorski’s foreign policy. 


This opposition organized its center in 
the United States and is led by Col. Matus- 
zewski. It has been doing much damage 
to the morale of Americans of Polish de- 
scent, among whom it is building up strong 
emotions against our Soviet, Czecho-Slovak 
and British allies, 


Being led by persons outside the Govern- 
ment, this opposition was a nuisance rather 
than a real danger to Polish-Soviet rela- 
tions. The real danger to these relations 
consisted in the fact that its views were 
shared by many members of the Govern- 
ment, by the National Council in London 
and, above all, by the whole diplomatic 
service of the Polish Government-in-Exile. 


This fact has thwarted consistently all 
attempts by Gen. Sikorski to carry out his 
policy of friendly relations with Russia. 


Many Concessions by Sikorski. 


In the atmosphere of nationalist hysteria 
which prevailed among the emigre intelli- 
gentsia, Gen, Sikorski has made one con- 
cession after another, until his policy has 
become practically indistinguishable from 
that of his opponent Matuszewski. 


Deteriorating rapidly, the situation 
slipped toward the present break. The an- 
tecedents of the break are well known and 
need not be repeated. 


Events having got that far, the present 
crisis, which threatens to turn into a 
politica] catastrophe, cannot be made up 
by patchwork, The Polish Government-in- 
Exile, which has so utterly mismanaged the 
affairs of the nation intrusted to its care, 
should’ resign, and the National Council, 
which consists of appointees who repre- 
sent nobody, should be dissolved. 


In its place a new Polish Government 
should be created, a government of people 
who understand the realities of the war 
and who are animated with a sense of 


responsibility to their people and to the 
common cause of the United Nations. The 
new government Would have to base its 
policy on the following principles: 


A conflict among the United States, 
Great Britain and the Soviet Union must 
be avoided at all costs, because it jeopar- 
dizes victory and future peace, and because 
it must result in the final ruin of the 
Polish nation, which would be ‘the chief 
victim of the conflict. 


The Polish civil and military administra- 
tion must be cleansed of all elements which 
desire such conflict. 

The prime objective of Polish policy is 
to secure the welfare of the Polish nation 
which emerges from the ruins of the war. 
This requires peace in which the Polish 
people can devote all its resources to eco- 
nomic and cultural reconstruction. 

Therefore, Poland cannot allow herself to 
be used as a tool of other powers against 
her Soviet neighbor, or any other nation. 


Polish-Soviet relations should be as 
friendly as those between Czecho-Slovakia 
and the Soviet Union. This is a prerequisite 
of Polish-Czech unity. 


The Polish Government appreciates fully 
the wrongs done by the undemocratic 
pre-war regime to the Ukrainian and the 
White Ruthenian populations. Poland does 
not desire to keep these populations against 
their will, 


People of Disputed Areas. 


The Eastern frontiers of Poland should 
be settled amicably with the Soviet Union 
in a way which will safeguard the interests 
and desires of the Ukrainian and White Ru- 
thenian as well as of the Polish and Jewish 
populations living in the disputed terri- 
tories. 


Such a platform alone can prevent Ger- 
many from winning the war politically, 
after she has failed to win it by military 
means. 

Whether a Polish Government adopting 
the outlined principles will be created or 
not, I do not know. American public 
opinion, however, should refrain from con- 
demning the Polish nation for the political 
irresponsibility of emigres who have learned 
nothing and forgotten nothing. 


The Polish people showed their quality 
when, abandoned by another irresponsible 
Government, they organized spontaneously 
the heroic defense of Warsaw and, later, 
created the strongest underground move- 
ment in occupied Europe. 


Whatever the Government-in-Exile does 
or fails to do, the people who stayed in 
Poland will carry on the common fight 
against their enemy and the enemy of al] 
the United Nations.

PURPOSELY waited a week to cool off 

and write dispassiohately about this re- 
markable book. It is remarkable for sev- 
eral things—its brevity, economy of words, 
comprehensiveness, lucidity of expression. It 
is a syllabus of modern economics, domes- 
tic and world trade, finance, investment, 
debt; wages, profits, control, planning, man- 
agement, decentralization, taxes, social se 
curity—nothing important is missing. 

It takes an effort of the will to resist quo- 
tations, but quotation would be unfair. For 
the text must be read to enable us to modu- 
late from our inherited superatitions to the 
author’s present conclusions. 

A reviewer reads a book not only for 
his own enjoyment or instruction but to 
be able to notify readers of every shade of 
belief they may expect to find in the vol- 
ume, And the reviewer's opinion of the book 
is not the important end-result. I think 
more concretely here of the people I know 
and what the book may contain for them, 
why it is a labor-saving device for them 
in clarifying their thinking.

Supreme Court Justices should, I think, 
read this book. Mr. Queeny should read it, 
Mr. Whiteside should read it. Wendell Will- 
kie must read it, and all editorial writers, 
ministers, labor leaders, lawyers and busi- 
ness men.

Noyes brings the subjects clearly before 
us so that we can understand them and 
debate them. Even when he is completely 
off the beam in his specific recommenda- 
tions (reader’s private judgment) he has 
stuck the problem up for us to shoot at. 

Economics is a subject highly charged 
with emotion. When the emotions are giv- 
en full reign, we are “propagandists.” When” 
we hold the emotions under control, we 
are scientists and statesmen. We need only 
mention “protection,” “slaye question,” 
“greenbacks” and “free silver,” “Section 
7A,” ete., to increase the blood pressure in 
our elders, Noyes is very calm, 

He enjoys the felicity of writing about 
the immediate economic problems in an at- 
mosphere vastly different from the ’50s, "70s, 
"90s and ‘20s. So I am not afraid to tender 
this book to anyone and ask a judgment. 
No one will commit mayhem on me for do- 
ing it. I think, on the other hand, I'll get 
thanks for same.

FORECAST OF DRIVE 
IN EARLY SUMMER

STOCKHOLM, May 8 (AP).— 
From all sides come signs that 
early summer may see the United 
Nations’ start of a four-way of- 
fensive to crack the walls of “Fort- 
ress Europe” while Germany en- 
deavors to smash Russia. 

With ideal weather presaging 
early action, indications point to 
the most extensive warfare in his- 
tory in the coming months on the 
circular front extending from Rus- 
sia around the North Cape shores 
in Norway, through the lowland 
countries, along the French coast 
to Bayonne on the Bay of Biscay 
and in the Mediterranean against 
Italy and the Balkans. 

Rumors are a dime a dozen in 
Stockholm, where the Allies and 
Axis almost rub shoulders, but 
from a mass of speculation, propa- 
ganda and'‘facts, this is how the 
summer campaign appears to be 
shaping up: 

The Nazis are ready to try for 
the third summer to defeat Rus- 
sia, hoping their Atlantic subma- 
rine warfare will prevent any 
large-scale Allied offensive against 
the Western defenses, which the 
Germans describe as the most for- 
midable of all time. 

The Germans also promised 
bomb-dazed residents of the Reich 
and occupied territories that the

High Finnish officers, how- 
ever, are reported to have said 
privately that very few Finnish sol- 
diers would obey if ordered to op- 
pose an invasion by Americans, 


Elimination of German bases in 
Northern Norway would permit the 
British to shift more of their fleet 
to the Atlantic anti-submarine fight 
and would drive out the remnants 
of the German Navy which base in 
Norway's southern fjords. Nor- 
way is not considered a possible 
base for invasion of Europe, 


Stream of Supplies. 


Despite the submarines, supplies 
continue to stream from Amert- 
ca’s arsenal of democracy to Brit- 
ain, the point which observers here 
view the jumping off place for 
the main attack on Europe. British 
air bases could provide ideal fight- 
er cover for multi-ehgined Allied 
bombers which would provide the 
artillery barrage over the bridge- 
heads. An over-the-Channel 
thrust also would permit faster 
transportation of troops and sup- 
plies. 

There have been reports that the 
Russians would employ delaying 
actions against the Germans until 
they could co-ordinate their own 
offensive with the Western in- 
vasion. This would force Hitler 
to split his forces and supplies and 
move them to the widely separated 
major fronts over transport lines 
now being hammered continually 
from the air. 

Meanwhile, the Allies, after 
cleaning the Axis out of Tunisia, 
fnay concentrate their Mediterra- 
nean forces on Italy in an effort to 
strike through Trieste to Austria. 
Simultaneously would come a 
cleanup of the Mediterranean area, 
permitting faster movement of 
supplies to Russia, India and Aus- 
tralia. 

That Hitler also fears Gen. Sir 
Henry M. Wilson’s Near East 
forces may come up through the 
Ralkans was seen in his recent 
conferences with the leaders of 
Bulgaria, Hungary and Rumania. 

Should the AHies invade North- 
ern Norway, neutral Sweden might 
be drawn into the war. | 

As would be the case in Norway, 
hazards of terrain, long commu- 
nication lines and lack of air-bases 
are seen by observers as limiting a 
Balkan push to a secondary opera- 
tion,

The Allied command is free now 
to devote all its planning and ener- 
gies to the next phase of the Casa- 
blanca master plan for 1943 and 
doubtless is doing so. Whether this 
phase will be unfolded in the 
Mediterranean or elsewhere along 
the 11,000-mile perimeter of Hitler's 
domain remains for the Fuehrer 
to guess. The blow may come at 
any time now. The time he pur- 
chased by the stand in Tunisia has 
run out. 

No matter what the future 
course of the war it will produce 
few weeks so full of accomplish- 
ment for the United Nations as the 
one just closed. That smashing 
drive to Tunis and Bizerte was one 
of the two greatest victories of the 
war for the Allies, matched only 
by the Red Army’s epic of Stalin- 
grad. There is this difference: 
The battle of Stalihgrad was itself 
one of the great turning points of 
history; the capture of the Tuni- 
sian cities was the fruition of plans 
long laid, a climactic station on 
the road to victory which was 
charted soon after the United 
States entered the war. 
Six-Month Campaign. 

It took just a day less than six 
months from the landing of Eisen- 
hower’s armies in Africa to pro- 
duce this victory. In that six 
months the whole face of the war 
has changed, Half a year ago Hit- 
ler still was hammering at Stalin- 
grad and the outside world knew 
nothing of the great Russian stroke 
even then in preparation.. THe 
enemy had just been turned back 
from the Nile delta, Montgomery's 
victory at El Alamein being the 
first light of success for the Allies 
in the European-African theater 
after three years of darkness. Now, 
nearly 2000 miles to the west, the 
last tatters of the once proud 
Afrika Korps are being driven into 
the Mediterranean. 

In the sphere of politics the 
week brought alternating hopes 
and disappointments. The gulf be- 
tween Moscow and the Polish Gov- 
ernment-in-exile in London ap- 
peared wider than ever. Premier 
Stalin declared that Russia hoped 
to see a free and independent 
Poland established after the war. 
But the effect of this was offset 
by charges broadcast to the world 
by his Vice Commissar for Foreign 
Affairs, A. Y. Vishinski, accusing 
members of the Polish Embassy in 
Russia of espionage and the Polish 
Army raised on Russian soil of re- 
fusing to fight alongside the Red 
Army. 

Aside from the Polish contro- 
versy, however, Russia gave evi- 
dence of better feeling toward her 
Allies. Stalin sent Winston 
Churchill a message lauding the 
bombings of Essen and other Ger- 
man cities. Hope for atill better 
understanding rose with President 
Roosevelt’s announcement that Jo- 
seph E.-Davies, former Ambassador 
to Moscow, was returning there 
shortly with a presidential letter 
for Stalin. 


Test of Unity. 

No better proof of unity among 
the Western Allies could have been 
given than the brilliantly co-ordi- 
nated drive across Northern Tu- 
nisia to the sea. The whole op- 
eration was a tribute to the mu- 
tual trust arti comradeship with 
which so many diverse elements 
had been welded into a fighting 
machine of terrible efficiency and

But in midweek things began to 
roll. The American Second Corps, 
under a new commander, Maj, Gen. 
Omar N. Bradley, a 50-year-old Mis- 
sourian, gave the tipoff Wednesday 
by thrusting deep into the enemy’s 
northern front to seize Mateur, 
key of the rail and road communi- 
cations between Biserte and Tunis. 
That night the British First Army 
began its final drive along the 
main road from Medjez-el-Bab to 
Tunis, down the valley of the Med- 
jerda River. During Thursday and 
Friday the Allies advanced behind 
the greatest air assault ever deliv- 
ered in support of ground troops. 
This tremendous concentration of 
power in the air and on land was 
more than the Axis forces could 
withstand, The British First Army, 
to which was joined an armored 
car detachment of the BEighth 
Army to give Montgomery's men 
representation at the kill, covered 
23 miles in 36 hours against the 
crumbling German resistance to 
capture Tunis by Friday mid- 
afternoon. A few minutes later the 
Americans and French were in Bi- 
zerte, 


Axis Retreat. 

The enemy, still holding strong 
points on the southern front, oppo- 
site the Kighth Army, apparently 
is trying to remove what is left 
of his main forces to the Cape 
Bon peninsula. What they hoped 
to accomplish there was not clear, 
perhaps a suicida] Dunkerque at- 
tempt in the face of overwhelming 
Allied supremacy in the air and 
on the sea, perhaps a few more 
days of resistance before surrender. 

The Tunisian cleanup means a 
tremendous gain for the United 
Nations in easing the burden im- 
posed by the long supply route 
around Africa. It is estimated 
that opening of the Mediterranean 
will make it possible for one ship 
to do the work of three in carry- 
ing aid to Russia or supplying the 
British forces of the Middle Bast. 
Its effects eventually will be felt 
all the way to India and China, 
perhaps even the Southwest Pa- 
cific. It may change the aspect of 
things in the Eastern: Mediterrane- 
an, Italy ig not the only portion 
of the underbelly of Europe now 
laid open to invasion. 

The Red Army made smashing 
progress in its drive to win back 
Novorossisk on the Black Sea and 
clear the Caucasus of the Ger- 
mans. This may prove the first 
chapter of a great Russian sum- 
mer offensive. But elsewhere the 
long eastern front was relatively 
quiet and it is still to be deter- 
mined whether Hitler or Stalin 
will deliver the first major blow 
and where it will fall.

Rear Admiral Philippe Auboy- 
nean, national commissioner of the 
Fighting French navy, is expected 
to see Admiral Rene-Emile Gode- 
froy, Vichy naval chief in Alexan- 
dria, in an effort to induce the lat- 
ter to join the Allied side with his 
ships, which have laid idle since 
the fall of France.

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; LAWS REGULATING UNIONS 
AND RESTRICTING STRIKES 


ENACTED BY SIX STATES 


Labor, Challenging Constitutionality, Centers 
Attack on Court Test of Stringent Kansas 
Statute—AFL Advises Non-Compliance 


Pending Legal Decision.

UT of the mass of bills proposed this year in state Legislatures 


to regulate labor unions and 


restrict strikes have come six new 


laws which have aroused organized labor for a determined fight 
against what it considers to be an attempt to destroy unions. Labor 


challenges the constitutionality of 


these laws, and already has taken 


steps in Federal court suits to test validity of a new Kansas statute 
notable for the severity of its provisions. 


Regulatory statutes in many re- 
spects comparable to that of Kan- 


sas were enacted in Colorado and 


Texas. Arkansas passed a_  iless 
comprehensive measure  prohibit- 
ing use of force in connection with 
picketing. Limited regulation of 
unions is provided by Idaho and 
South Dakota acts. : 

President William Green of the 
American Federation of Labor has 
advised labor groups in the six 
states to refrain from complying 
with these laws until the AFL has 
exhausted every legal right in at- 
tacks on their validity. In a circu- 
lar letter, Green said the AFL had 
no intention of refusing to comply 
with valid laws, but was convinced 
that compliance with measures it 
considers unconstitutional will dis- 
rupt norma] labor relations and 
impose serious injury on the labor 
movement. He said the federa- 
tion’s general counsel, Joseph A. 
Padway, was of the opinion the 
laws violate both state and Federal 
constitutions. 

Bill in Missouri, Also, 

Union-control bills have been in- 
troduced in many other states, in- 
cluding Missouri, but either have 
been defeated or have no substan- 
tial prospect of ge. In some 
of the most highly industrialized 
states such bills received serious 
enough consideration to alarm la- 
bor leaders. In an address before 
a joint session of the Ohio Legis- 
lature, Capt. Eddie Rickenbacker 
urged enactment of a bill contain- 
ing many of the provisions of the 
Colorado act. 


Under the threat of a coal min- 
ers’ strike Congress, too, is serious- 
ly considering bills to regulate un- 
ions and prohibit strikes in war in- 
dustries. 

In states where such legislation 
was enacted and in others where 
it was proposed unsuccessfully, 
proponents represented that it was 
necessary to protect the public and 
the rank and file of union mem- 
bers from alleged racketeering, 
violence in strikes and other 
abuses attributed to unions. Public 
resentment against strikes and dis- 
turbing labor disputes in war in- 
dustries aided the proponents of 
the drastic laws which were 
passed. 

The Unions’ Contentions. 

Union leadership fears that if 
the most severe of these laws are 
upheld the strike will be so weak- 
ened as to make it ineffective in 
disputes with employers. It asserts 
these laws impose other regula- 
tions, the real intent of which is 
harassment and hampering of un- 
ions in their normal activities. In 
general, organized labor has de- 
scribed all six as anti-labor laws. 

The Kansas law fixes a maxi- 
mum penalty of six months in jail 
and a fine of $500 for violation of 
its numerous provisions. For the 
employer, the following acts are 
made unlawful: To interfere with 
the right of employes to organize; 
to dominate or aid a union (com- 
pany union); to discharge an em- 
ploye for filing charges or testify- 
ing under provisions of the act; 
to refuse to give a letter to a de 
parting employe setting forth ten- 
ure of employment, occupational 
classification and wage rate. 

For all persons (employes) the 

acts, among others, are 
made unlawful: To participate in 
a strike unless it has been author- 
4zed by majority vote of the em- 
ployes to be governed by such 
strike; to enter into an all-union 
(closed shop) agreement as a rep- 
resentative of employes unless au- 
thorized by majority vote of the 
employes concerned; to seize or 
occupy property as in the sit-down 
strike: to refuse to work because 
of materials or equipment having 
been produced or delivered by 
non-union workers; to engage in 
a jurisdictional strike; to intimi- 
‘date an employe or his family or 
picket his home; to engage in sec- 
ondary picketing (beyond the area 
of the industry in which the dis- 
pute exists); to use force or vio- 
lence in picketing or to picket in 
a way to prevent ingress and 
egress to and from premises. 

Free Speech Provision, 

A special provision is that the 

act shall not be construed so as to 


deprive the employer of the right 


of free speech. The employer may 
permit employes to confer with 


injunction suits brought by unions. 
Colorado “Labor Peace Act.” 


The Colorado law, known as the 
“Labor Peace Act,” defines “un- 
fair labor practices” on the part 
of both employer and employe, and 
gives the State Industrial Com- 
mission broad jurisdiction to ad- 
judicate disputes involving such 
practices, 


The general penalty for violation 
is a fine of $50 to $500. For failure 
to incorporate a union as pro- 
vided by the law the penalty is a 
fine of $300, and the act makes 
every member of a group violating 
the law in this manner separately 
guilty and subject to the fine. 


This law contains also the fol- 
lowing civil liability provisions: 


“Any person who suffers injury 
because of some act of unfair la- 
bor practice, as herein defined, 
shall have a right of action, jointly 
and severally, against all persons 
participating in said action, for 
damages caused to the injured per- 
son thereby.” 


The law enumerates the rights 
of incorporated unions, including 
the right to sue and be sued, and 
regulates them in many details. 
They must hold annual elections of 
officers by secret ballot, have their 
books audited annually by the In- 
dustrial Commission, and keep 
their books and records available 
to the commission at all times. 


Restrictions on Strikes. 


Under the Colorado law a 
strike is unlawful unless it has 
been authorized by a majority 
vote of the union involved, taken 
by secret ballot, and picketing, 
boycotting or “any other con- 
comitant of a strike” is illegal 
unless a strike has been so au- 
thorized. 


Notice of intent to strike must 
be given through the commission 
—at least 30 days in the case of 
agricultural processing industries 
—and in other industries at least 
20 days in advance of the effec- 
tive date of the strike. 


The law prohibits the sit-down 
strike, the unauthorized seizure 
of property of the employer, the 
hiring of any “stand-in” employe 
(one not required for necessary 
work), the charging of union ini- 
tiation fees for temporary work- 
ers, the “check-off” or deduction 
of union dues by the employer 


ual employe in writing and the 
use of coercion or intimidation in 
picketing. 


The secondary boycott is par- 
ticularly singled out as an unfair 
practice. An employer may make 
a closed shop agreement if three- 
fourths of the members of the 
union vote for it in a referendum 
conducted by the Industrial Com- 
mission, but such agreement is to 
be terminated if the union re- 
fuses to accept any affected em- 
ploye as a member. Refusal of 
an employer to grant a_ closed 
shop is not an unfair practice. 
Nor is it an unfair practice for 
either employer or employe 
“freely to discuss, declare and 
publish their respective views 
concerning any labor relation- 
ship.” This is the “free speech” 
clause. i 


Unions are expressly prohibit- 
ed from using their funds direct- 
ly or indirectly for political pur- 
poses. Their dues shall be fixed 
by the by-laws and shall be rea- 
sonable, and subject to approval 
of the Industrial Commission.’ At 
the written request of 10 mem- 
bers of a union, the commission 
is required to employ a report- 
er to provide it with a transcript 
of the proceedings of a meeting 
of the union. 


Provisions of Texas Law. 


The Texas law declares that la- 
bor unions “affect the public inter- 
est and are charged with a public 
use.” The preamble states: “The 
working man, unionist or non- 
unionist, must be protected. The 
right to work is the right to live.” 


On this basis, the act sets up se- 
vere regulations for unions. They 
must file with the Secretary of 
State annual reports giving names 
and addresses of officers, stating 
local unions’ affiliations if any, and 
detailing their financial operations, 
including fees, dues, fines and as- 
sessments collected from members, 
a list of all expenditures and a

Colo- 
rado, fines up to $500; individu- 
al union members liable for 
actions for damages resulting 
from illegal acts. Kansas, fines 
up to $500 and jail sentences 
up to six months. Texas, for 
unions, fines not exceeding 
$1000; for individuals, fines up 
to $500 and jail sentences up 
to 60 days. Idaho and South 
Dakota, fines up to $300 and 

imprisonment up to 90 days.

Political Contributions Barred. 


As in Colorado, unions are pro- 
hibited from making financial 
contributions for political purposes. 
Regular elections by secret ballot 
are required. Union dues, assess- 
ments and the like may not be 
such as to create a fund “in ex- 
cess of reasonable requirements,” 
or to cause undue hardship on ap- 
plicants for membership. Fees for 
“working permits” for non-union 
workers are prohibited, 

Unions are restricted in their 
rights to exclude or expel mem- 
bers. Members who by reason of 
service in the armed forces are 
unable to pay dues or assessments 
shall not be required to make such 
back payments as a condition of 
reinstatement. Members have the 
right to inspect union books and 
records of account at all reason- 
able times. 

Maximum penalties for violation 
of the Texas act are: For a labor 
union, a fine of $1000; for a union 
officer or organizer, a fine of $500 
and 60 days in jail. The courts 
have injunctive power to carry 
out and enforce provisions of the 
act. : 

Idaho and South Dakota. 


The Idaho law and that of South 
Dakota, which is practically in 


unless authorized by the individ-|the same language, apply particu- 


larly to ranches &nd agricultural 
industries. They require unions to 
file annual reports of income and 
expenditures with the Secretary of 
State. They make it illegal for 
union representatives, without the 
consent of the owner or operator, 
to enter any ranch, farm, feed- 
yard, shearing plant or other ag- 
ricultural premise for the purpose 
of collecting union dues, or to 
solicit membership in a union, or 
to order a strike or otherwise in- 
terfere with operation of the 
premises. 

The acts prohibit the picketing 
of such premises as well as the 
boycotting of products from them 
which may have been produced 
by non-union labor. 

Violations are punishable, in 
both states, by fine of not more 
than $300 or imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding 90 days, or both fine and 
imprisonment, 

Severe Penalties in Arkansas. 

Punitive sections of the Arkan- 
sas act are the most severe of 
any of the _ so-called anti-labor 
laws. The Arkansas statute con- 
tains only two definitive sections, 
and the penalty for violation of 
either is not less than one year 
nor more than two years jn the 
penitentiary. 

Section 1 provides: “It shall be 
unlawful for any person by the 
use of force or violence, or threat 
of the use of force or violence, to 
prevent or to attempt to prevent 
any person from engaging in any 
lawful vocation within this state.” 

Section 2 provides: “It shall be 
unlawful for any person acting in 
concert with one or more other 
persons to assemble at or near any 
place where a labor dispute exists 
and by force or violence prevent 
or attempt to prevent any person 
from engaging in any lawful voca- 
tion, or for any person acting 
either by himself, or as a member 
of any group or organization, or 
acting in concert with one or more 
other persons, to promote, encour- 


DEMOGRATS SAI

Party Officially Silent on 
G. O. P. Chairman’s De- 
mand for Announce- 
ment by Roosevelt.

WASHINGTON, May 8 (AP).— 
Silence in Democratic official cir- 
cles from the White House down 
greeted Republican National Chair- 
man Harrison Spangler’s latest de- 
mand that President Roosevelt and 
“Candidate” Roosevelt divorce 
themselves by a no-fourth-term 
pronouncement, 


Spangler told an audience of Re- 
publican women at Columbus, O., 
that “New Deal officials are al- 
ready taking time from their war 
work and scouring the country 
corralling delegates” to insure a 
nomination for Roosevelt’ in 1944. 
“They have already in effect 
nominated their candidate for a 
fourth term,” he added. 


Some Polling Indicated. 


On what that assertion is based 
unless it is a reference to Frank 
Walker’s recent tour in’ his dual 
role of Democratic National Chair- 
man and Postmaster Gengral is not 
clear. It might be aimed at such 
outspoken bidders for front row 
seats on a fourth-term nomina- 
tion bandwagon as Senator Guffey 
of Pennsylvania, Gov. Neely of 
West Virginia or Representative 
Sabath of Illinois. Or it might 
refer to published speculation that 
the activities of certain of the 
President’s corps of executive as- 
sistants whose specific duties are 
not publicly charted have included 
fourth term fence-fixing recently. 
There is some warrant for as- 
suming that some activity among 
prominent Democrats as to 1944 
nomination preferences has been 
in progress although the source, 
scope and purpose of the indicated 
sampling of party opinion are not 
clear, It is supposed by one party 
figure reporting himself thus can- 
vassed, but whose name and place 
of political activity are not avail- 
able for publication, that a discreet 
administration effort to keep 
check on possible Roosevelt dis- 
affectionism among local leaders 
might be going on. He was not 
certain as to its origin or actual 
purpose, however, since the inquiry 
as to his feeling about a fourth 
term reached him indirectly. 

Welcomes G. O. P. Criticism. 
The reported assessment of party 
opinion on the fourth term or any 
related question is of interest 
largely because it coincides with 
indications that the administration 
welcomes rather than resents Re- 
publican anti-fourth term sounding 
off. Published reports that the re- 
cent fourth-term radio debate by 
Senator Styles Bridges and Gov. 
Neely was not only on Republican 
National Committee suggestion but 
the topic given an approving nod 
by somebody connected with the 
White House has brought no denial 
from either quarter. 

It is conceivable (since no deci- 
sion as to his 1944 role by the Pres- 
ident seems called for at an early 
date if he desires to keep his own 
counsel) that his aids see other ad- 
vantages to be gained from the 
fourth-term debate and occasional 
testing of party leader sentiment.

dustry, co-operative grocery stores, 
state opera, everything was well 
organized in this eminently prac- 
tical land. 

That is why, from this vantage 
point, the war seems curiously un- 
real. The normal tempo appears 
uninterrupted even though 400,000 
men are constantly under arms. 

In some commodities—bread, for 
example—the Swedish ration is be- 
low that of Germany. But, because 
of skillful adjustment of the avail- 
able food supply, actual decline of 
the average amount of food con- 
sumed is small. Before the war 
the average Swede had 3200 cal- 
Ories a day. Today this quota is 
about 2900. It compares with a 
theoretical average in Norway of 
1500, which is what the ration calls 
for when rationed foods can be ob- 
tained, and 1100 in Belgium where 
it has been estimated there is a 
400 per cent rise in mortality. 

The reason for a_ successful 
maintenance of the nearly pre-war 
level is organization of every phase 
of life. Workers and employers 
are organized, not so much for 
competition as for collaboration. 
After a period of bitter warfare, 
Swedish employers came to accept 
trade unions without reservation, 
and have even taken some steps in 
the direction of allowing workers 
to share in the management of en- 
terprise. At the same time, work- 
ers have recognized the rights of 
ownership. 

Co-operatives’ Contribution. 


But it is the co-operative\ that 
have made the most important/con- 
tribution, With 750,000 consumer 
families they have a close-knit or- 
ganization that extends into every 
phase of wholesale and retail trade. 
Nearly half of Sweden’s 6,500,000 
people are a part of an organiza- 
tion dealing directly with con- 
sumption. Almost without excep- 
tion Sweden’s farmers belong to 
marketing co-operatives. This is a 
big reason why almost no black 
market exists. 

As early as 1933 Albin Johansson, 
head of the co-operative movement, 
had begun to warn of the coming 
war and the need to lay in re- 
serves of strategic materials. At 
his urging a special commission 
was formed to prepare the coun- 
try for the coming crisis. The en- 
tire policy of the co-operative 
movement was altered to meet the 
threat, 3 

Until that time the co-operators 
had bought in the smallest possi- 
ble amounts, In order to take ad- 
vantage of price changes. Large- 
scale buying was a new order. 
Thousands of tons of rubber were 
bought and put in reserve, which 
has helped carry Sweden through 
the present crisis. Working with 
the Government, all-important cat- 
tle fodder was acquired and stored 
in special silos built by co-opera- 
tives, Faced with a German-domi- 
nated vegetable fat industry, co- 
operators had built a _ refinery 
which has been a salvation. 

Extensive Purchases. 

In 1939 co-operators bought an 
additional $12,000,000 worth of stra- 
tegic materials on the world mar- 
ket. Also they bought foods that 
could not be obtained after the 
start of the war. The irony has 
been that, under wartime § laws, 
they have had to share these re- 
serves with private retailers. Of 
the co-operative reserve of coffee, 
one-half’ was turned over to pri- 
vate merchants. Likewise a warn- 
ing against the coming storm and 
the necessity to prepare for it was 
made by venerable Prof. Gustav 
Cassel. This dean of world econo- 
mists never ceased stressing the 
peril of world economic domination 
by Germany. This, incidentally, is 
a feature of Swedish life. Profes-

Co-operatives made an equally 
important contribution in experts 
loaned to the Government to han- 
dle food rationing and widespread 
controls over economy, Minister 
of Supply Axel Gjores is one of the 
co-operative leaders. He has pio- 
neered in working out a food sup- 
ply that keeps the consumption 
level comparatively high. Under 
this system the butter fat content 
is reduced in milk and cheese, but- 
ter consumption is greatly reduced, 
and cream is forbidden. As a re- 
sult, milk production is increased 
100 per cent and milk is unra- 
tioned. The great increase in milk 
consumption supplies essential 
minerals and vitamins. 


Worry Over Vitamin A. 


One worry is the shortage of 
Vitamin A. The Supply Minister 
is experimenting with carotene oil 
added to margarine to supply the 
deficiency. Co-operatives have 
joined with the textile industry to 
start a new cellulose plant supply- 
ing a type of rayon that, mixed 
half and half with wool, furnishes 
material for Swedish soldiers’ uni- 
forms. 

The army, in part, took over a 
correspondence school operated by 
co-operatives. It collaborated with 
co-operators in a special course to 
study the nature of the world crisis 
and why extensive war preparation 
was necessary. Later on the Army 
made use of the school for purely 
military courses. Swedish home 
guards are given technical training 
in this way. The former head of 
the school now has an important 
position on the Board of War In- 
formation. Other co-operators are 
doing the purchasing and quarter- 
master assignments for the Army. 

In the labor field there have 
been no strikes worthy of the 
name. Only half a dozen minor 
walkouts, involving ~200 or 300 
workers at the most, have occurred. 
All this is evidence of the high 
degree of unity and coherence 
among a people with a long his- 
tory and a powerful national tra- 
dition. This illustrates the rela- 
tive ease of administration in a 
small country with a homogeneous 
population. Rigid control over 
prices and wages offers no insu- 


perable difficulties because of the 
thoroughness of the organization.

For one-third of the population 
‘with the lowest incomes, the Gov- 
ernment provides food subsidies, 
so that their prices of essential 
commodities are approximately 
half as high as those paid by the 
other two-thirds. The total of 
these subsidies went from 25 mil- 
lion dollars in 1941 to nearly 100 
million dollars in 1942. 
Outside Essentials Needed. 

But, despite all painstaking, pre- 
cise organization, this economy 
must have certain essentials from 
the outside to continue at any- 
thing like present levels, The an- 
nual import of 135,000 tons of 
artificial fertilizer from Germany 
is of primary importance. Like- 
wise, imports of cattle fodder are 
essential.

WESTERVILLE, O., May 8&8 
(AP).—The United States will be 
dry again by 1950, Dr. Howard H. 
Russell prophesied today on the 
eve of the fiftieth anniversary of 
the Anti-Saloon League he found- 
ed after swearing off hard drink. 
He is 87 years old. 

The pendulum of public senti- 
ment, he declared, is swinging 
back toward prohibition after 10 
years of repeal, “and it won’t be 
stopped.” 

“Peopie are aroused,” he de 
clared. “The churches are speaking 
out. They are weary of women 
in bars, many with their children. 
They are weary of liquor in mili- 
tary camps. Thig country will be 
= by 1950—and I will live to see

The wets also emphasize that 873 
per cent of the country already 
was legally dry when national pro- 
hibition was voted before, while 
today the dry area is only a little 
more than 20 per cent.

They are 
busily trying to mend their own 
fences before the drys gain a 
formidable opening wedge.

It set up, too, a 
teamwork of many men, Army, 
Navy, Coast Guard and civilian, to 
rescue the stranded group. 

Five men were killed—three of 
them as a result of their efforts 
to help the flyers. Eight men, for 
whom the faint-hearted would 
early have given up hope, came 


, out of the snow desert alive, not 
only because of the refusal of 


the rescuers to give up, but also 
because of their own inner 
strength. Out of it all comes a 
picture of the risks men will run 
to save their fellows, and a story 
of sacrifice, suffering, endurance 
and intense good _ fellowship 
which, for all ite tragic aspects, 
gives a lift to the heart. 

I have heard three of these men 
tell their stories. They were un- 
dramatic in their manner, picking 
out little elements of humor to 
stress, praising others, taking 
themselves and their own achieve- 
ments for granted. Three Ameri- 
can men, the kind we know and 
like and trust on sight, needing to 
be drawn out a bit by questions, 
concerned now with their new or- 
ders and the work which they are 
taking up again for the Air Trans- 
port Command. The long wait on 
the icecap is behind them. Lieut. 
Spencer has a big plane to fly; 
Sergt. Tetley is heading for Of- 
ficer Candidate School, and won- 
dering about his studies. The two 
of them, Texans, kid Monteverde 
because he is a Californfin. As 
for Monteverde, he says: “At head- 
quarters they asked me what kind 
of an assignment I wanted. I said 
I wanted to go on ferrying.” 


This story is theirs, as much as 
possible in their own words, with 
a little added here and there from 
other reports for clarification, or 
to cover events of which they had 
no knowledge. -Because they were 
separated part of the time, and be- 
cause they could not tell about 
some of the plans and attempts 
being made from the outside to get 
to them, I have organized their ac- 
counts into a single narrative. The 
rest is their own. 


The icecap is just that—-a great 
sheet of ice, 9000 feet thick at the 
center, a few hundred feet at the 
edge, covering all the great interior 
plateau of Greenland. It reaches to 
within a few miles of the coast 
and there flows down the valleys 
in the glaciers from which icebergs 
are born. On top of the ice the 
snow falls and drifts, and falls 
again. It is an utter desert. Some 
birds cross it, but they must either 
carry rations with them or make 
it non-stop. A few explorers have 
been upon the edges of it in the 
summer. In the winter everyone 
leaves it severely alone. 


It is this kind of country—when 
there is a little haze the sky and 
the white surface blend together so 
that there is no horizon. Then it 
happens that a pilot flying contact, 
with plenty of visibility, cannot tell 
how far he is off the ground, They 
say, “It’s like flying in milk.” 


An experienced man will make a 
perfect landing—50 feet up in the 
air. Or he will make a landing he 
never intended to make. A man 
‘working, bent over who straightens 
up suddenly may fall over back- 
wards, because in the universal 
whiteness he has no way of telling 
when he is perpendicular. This 
last accident, among others, hap- 
pened to Monteverde. It made 
him feel foolish. 


Up in the fjords that reach into 
the edges of the frozen country

have been pushed little stations, 
meteorologists and radio men, who 
send out the weather information 
which makes possible the regular- 
ity of the Air Transport Com- 
mand’s operations, and Arctic res- 
cue specialists just in case some- 
thing goes wrong. Here and there 


a station has been established upon, 


the edge of the icecap itself. Across 
it shuttles a traffic of ferried 
planes and Army and. contract 
transports to and from the war 
zones. Air fields have been de- 
veloped at certain points on the 
coast, but upon top—nobody stops. 
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N Nov. 6, 1942, a B-17, piloted 
Q by Lieut. (now Capt.) Armand 

L. Monteverde of Anaheim, 
Cal. was being ferried through 
Greenland on its way to its combat 
destination. His co-pilot was Lieut. 
Harry E. Spencer of Dallas, Tex.; 
his navigator Lieut. William F. 
O’Hara of Scranton, Pa. The enlist- 
ed men of the crew were Sergt. 
Paul J. Spina of Frankfort, N. Y.; 
Sergt. Alexander F. Tucciarone of 
New York City and Corp. Loren E. 
Howarth of LaCrosse, Wis. On 
their way they had picked up a 
passenger, Pvt, Clarence Wedel of 
Canton, Kan. 

On that day a transport plane 
was reported overdue and the B-17 
was diverted from its ferrying mis- 
sion temporarily to help in the 
search for it. The,days were al- 
ready short and the foul winter 
weather was closing in, so that it 
was not possible to count on flying 
weather regularly. They went out 
on a search flight on the sixth 
and again on the seventh, taking 
with them as extra observers Staff 
Sergt. Lloyd Puryear of Camp 
Bellesville, Ky., and Technical 
Sergt. Alfred Clinton Best of Waco, 
Tex., both communications men 
from the local base. On the eighth 
the weather was too bad for flying, 
but they took up the search again on 
the ninth. 

Their instructions on this flight 
took them over a goodly portion of 
the icecap and then on a loop 
along the Greenland coast. Near 
the end of their outward journey 
they encountered bad weather, the 
top of which was at at 7000 feet. 
They flew over and around this, 
then came down again, trying to 
fly underneath the zone of bad 
weather in order to carry on the

search. They were somewhat too 
far inland and began to turn to 
the right (towards the east). At 
this time it will be remembered 
the men on board were all watch- 
ing the ground. They all felt that 
they were at a good altitude. But 
the plane was “flying in milk,” and 


error was easy. 


Lieut. Monteverde felt the ship 
jolt and shake furiously, and for 
an instant thought that a turbo- 
supercharger had blown up. This 
hardly had time to flash into his 
mind before the plane came to a 
violent stop. The left wing tip had 
touched the ground as she banked, 
and the force of that had righted 
her as she’ came to the ground. 
She skidded about 200 yards on her 
belly and was through flying. The 
fuselage was broken in two at the 
radio compartment. 

At ground level dry, sandy snow, 
was driving strongly. The hiss of 
this against the pilot’s compart- 
ment gave Monteverde the impres- 
sion that the ship was on fire, and 
he got out the window in a hurry. 
There he saw a man lying near the 
port engine, some blood on the 
snow, and could see what damage 
the plane had suffered. 

The man in the snow was Spina, 
who had been thrown through the 
break in the fuselage and had 
broken both bones near his right 
wrist. He had lost his gloves and 
shoes, and before he was brought 
into cover his hands were frozen. 
His hands were lacerated and his 
head bruised. Best was thrown 
out through the plexiglass nose 
and his head was cut. Wedel had 
a black eye. The others were un- 
injured. 
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IEUT. O’HARA and Monteverde 
L carried Spina into the fuselage, 

while the others hurriedly sal- 
vaged rations, cushions, blankets, 
tarpaulins and whatever else they 
could find, taking them into the 
rear half of the fuselage, which 
offered the best shelter and space. 

In a general way they knew 
where they were, but only general- 
ly. The wind and snow were s0 
fierce as to make it impossible to 
remain outside for any length of 
time, and probably also to observe 
the Fortress from the air. The 
radio was smashed. They had 
some rations and were wearing 
winter flying clothes, but had no 
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special Arctic equipment and no 
bedding. They had one badly in- 
jured man, several with minor in- 
juries, and everyone had been 
frostbitten or had fingers or toes 
frozen to some extent. They had 
no light and no stove. For the 
moment, with night coming on, 
there was nothing to do but cover 
the broken end of the fuselage as 
well as they could with a tarpaulin, 
wrap up in parachutes and every- 
thing else they could find, crowd 
together for warmth and begin the 


long wait. 
L learned first aid as a Boy Scout. 
Remembering his instruction, 
he set Spina’s broken wrist and 
splinted it—doing so good a job that 
it healed perfectly. He administered 
first aid to the others. They made 
Spina as warm and comfortable as 
possible with the few blankets and 
cushions they had, and the rest of 
them huddled together as close as 
they could, every now and _ then 
moving their feet to try to keep 
them warm. O’Hara had got snow 
in his boots when he was carrying 
Spina in, and did not dry them 
out, but at that time they thought 
nothing of this. 


When they had a moment to 
take stock, Monteverde told the 
others, “This is as new to me as it 
is to you. According to regula- 
tions, I am in charge, but I want 
any and all suggestions you might 
happen to think of. We will work 
it out together.” 

Later, looking back on his ad- 
ventures, he said, “it was my good 
fortune to have such a swell crew. 
Everyone worked together, and it 
was a case of working together or 
none of us would ever have got out 
alive. Everybody obeyed every 
command to the letter and we got 
along wonderfully.” 

He himself showed a steadiness 
and responsibility as commander 
which deserves no small part of 
the credit for these men’s survival. 

The wind blew all that night. It 
drove the snow into the shelter 
and sent it through the seams of 
their clothing. They were very 
thirsty, and had no source of water 
except by eating snow. It seemed 
to make them thirstier, and all in 
all they had a miserable time. 

The rations carried on the plane 
had been scattered in the snow, 
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but the wind kept up so that they 
were unable to search for them 
until the third day, Nov. 12th. 
Then they recovered enough to 
keep them going for some time, 
with economy. 


That day dawned fine and elear. 
Early in the morning, Spencer and 
O’Hara went outside and started 
walking in an easterly direction to 
see if they could see the coast. 
Suddenly Spencer disappeared 
down a crevasse. One moment he 
was walking on the snow; the 
next he was gone, and where he 
had been there was a hole leading 
down into nothing. These crevasses 
became a great and deadly factor 
in the story, almost like live things 
trying to get at the men. They 
are great cracks in the glacier, 
some very narrow, some wide, 
often hundreds of feet in depth. 
Over them the drifting snow builds 
bridgelike covers, on which more 
snow falls, until they have become 
traps. Through one of these 
Spencer had fallen. 
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forever—he thought that he 

was done for. He knew how 
deep the slit probably was, and that 
he would be smashed at the bottom. 
Then suddenly he fetched up on a 
block of ice wedged in a narrow 
place. He found himself lying 
across the block, with snow on top 
of him. He brushed off the snow 
and looked down into the black 
depths. Then he started to turn 
around, and the block slipped a 
little, sickeningly. After that it 
seemed stable and he stood up. 


A S he fell—and he seemed to fall 


To his own surprise, what im- 
pressed him most then was the 
extraordinary beauty of his posi- 
tion. Above him the blue ice walls 
reached up a hundred feet, then 
at the top the level sunlight struck 
the lip of the crevasse, and he 
could see a sparkling blue sky and 
sunlit clouds. He said later that 
he knew he would get out, and it 
was the beauty that struck him, 
although he knew that sounded 
funny. 


O'Hara called for help and 
Monteverde came on the run, fol- 
lowed by the others. Monteverde’s 
feet had been fairly badly frost- 
bitten, so that for several months 
they caused him considerable pain 
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but he 


when he walked about, 
spared himself no activity. 

They made a rope of parachute 
shroud lines and lowered it down, 
Spencer tied one end around him- 
self and they pulled him up almost 
to the top. It was hard pulling, 
because the rope cut deep into the 
ice. When Spencer was near the 
top they were stuck, because of 
the deep slot cut in the overhang- 
ing edge, and also he was being 
cut in two by the loop around his 
body. They lowered him again, 
and rigged a parachute harness to 
the rope. When he put this on he 
was relatively comfortable and 
could move, They sent him down 
a bolo knife which was in a jungle 
kit attached to one of the para- 
chutes, then pulled him up. © 

He hacked from below with the 
knife and they hacked from above, 
and thus cleared away the ice until 
he could be lifted out. In celebra- 
tion of this, Monteverde let each 
of the boys have a full ration. 
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N crevasses and examining their 

position more carefully. They 
found that they were completely 
hemmed in. There was one a short 
distance ahead of the plane, and 
another under its tail. This latter 
grew during the next week or so 
until it was about 50 feet wide. 
They could not get out on foot, it 
was doubtful if anyone could get 
in to them, and no plane could 
land beside them. 

That night Lieut. O’Hara said he 
thought his feet were frozen, and 
Monteverde examined them. They 
were frozen. To the pilot they 
suggested a curious comparison. 
Moving to and fro over each other 
in the fuselage, they used to take 
hold of the butts of the machine 
guns, which were, of course, abso- 
lutely hard and very cold. O’Hara’s 
feet felt like that. Monteverde 
rubbed and warmed them, holding 
them against his body for several 
hours, and they began to soften up. 
The next day they turned all cok 
ors of the rainbow. 

They still had no communice 
tion, but Corp. Howarth now volun- 
teered to see if he could fix the 
radio. With help from Spencer 
and Wedel, he moved it into the 
navigator’s compartment, and after 
six days of extremely difficult and 
ingenious work, got it going again. 
The radio, as well as being dams 
aged by the crash, was full of ice, 
which Howarth thawed out with 
the signaling light. Now they had 
communication, and were able to 
pick up one of the Greenland air 
ports and give an approximate idea 
of their position. For awhile thes 
could send, but not receive, but @ 
day or so later they got the re 
ceiver working, and with this their 
hopes were raised enormously. 

It was while the work on the 
radio was being done that they 
heard rivets popping in the night, 
and realized that the fuselage was 
slipping slowly into the crevasse. 
In the morning they could see that 
their sleeping place had moved 
perceptibly. They tied it to the 
forward part of the plane with all 
the ropes they could find and 
everything they could use for 
ropes, hoping that they would stand 
the strain. 

Fourteen days had gone by. They 
had received reassuring messages 
and news of dog teams setting out, 
but they knew of the obstacles 
surrounding them. Of these days, 
almost all were very bad. In the 
high wind, no one could go outside 
without getting at least his face 
frostbitten. Howarth’s outside work 
on the radio antennae had been 
done against agonizing difficulties. 
Most of the time the weather was 
impossible for flying. They had 
no light and no heat in their 
dwelling, and the nights were long. 
They made a sort of stove out of 
their bomb sight case, over which 
they could warm their half-portion 
rations. They trusted that they 
had made the fuselage secure from 
sliding into the big crevasse, they 
were all still alive, and they were 
in communication with their fel- 
lows. They knew that on the out- 
side many men were massing all 
their forces to get through to them, 
and never for a moment did they 
give up hope.

HE English summer head o6ld season officially opened 
today. The first sneeze was thrown out by Sir Lippert 
Chewning from the verandah of his home, Hot House in 
Highbridge Bucks.

honor. It corresponds to throwing 
out the first ball at the start of the 
Ameéfican baséball season.

The English summer head cold 
season is not to be confused with 
the autumn, fall, winter or spring 
seasons.

For Planting 


Garden Corn 


HEN you pull off the ears 
W an husk them as you walk 

from the garden to the kitch- 
én, and the boiling water is wait- 
ing on the stove, then that first 
fMiouthfil of corn-on-the-cob is a 
taste thrill you'll long remember. 
The delicate flavor in the milky 
juicé of the kernels bégins to steal 
aWay within 20 minttes after thé 
ears are pulled from the stalks. It 
is a chemical action in which the 
sugars turn to flat-tasting starches. 
That’s why “fresh-picked” means 
more to corn than to any other 
érop we can grow in our vegetable 
gardens, 


Corn can be fitted into backyard 
food production campaigns with- 
out overcrowding, too much shad- 
ing or too much work. We can’t 
usé the growing tactics of the 
farmer for his acres but I think 
you will be able to make a practi- 
éal plan for your plot from the 
special tactics I have for you. 


Don’t be discouraged, é¢ither, by 
pérsons who insist corn must be 
planted early. Corn cannot stand 
frost. Only when the soil and the 
air is warm, does it germinate 
quickly, grow sturdily and stead- 
ily. In my garden, our first of 
Many sticcessive plantings is 
planned for the second week in 
May. And it is a raré season when 
“early planters” beat me to serv- 
ing the first garden-grown ears. 

“Plant Golden Bantam,” tops the 
list of helpful hints to fitting corn 
into small spaces. Its foliage is 
more slender and its stalk is less 
high than most other varieties. It 


‘fg an old-time favorite for flavor 


and the ear yield is good. 
* * * 


THE SPACING of the corn must 
be planned first and foremost, to 
insure pollination. Corn is wind 
pollinated. Cross pollination from 
one plant to another promises the 
best development of full kernel 
ears. You must plan for at least 
three rows of “hills” or two double- 
row plantings so that the wind can 
46 a good job of carrying the pol- 
len from the male flowers at the 
stalk tops to the silks that grow 
out of the female flowers within 
the husks. Take into account the 
direction in which the winds usu- 
ally blow in your garden, in mak- 
ing your plans. 


Should you plant corn in “hills” 
or rows? The answer is “hills,” for 
small gardens. Hills that will look 
like little tropical islands with wav- 
ing palm trees, between your rows 
of beets, carrots, beans, any of the 
comparatively quick, low-growing 
vegetables. They will be eaten be- 
fore the corn wants to “hog” the 
space, Golden Bantam takes about 
80 days to mature; during ite first 
40 days in your garden it presents 
practically no crowding or shading 
problems. 

You can further prove that you 
are a “time and space” efficiency 
expert in gardening by cutting out 
the stalks just as soon as you have 
feasted on the corn and using that 
space in July and August for a 
quick late crop. 
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HERE ARE THE directions for 
the corn “hills.” They must be at 
least 12 inches square or round, 
spaced 36 inches apart in each di- 
rection. Use your hoe to chop up 
and cultivate each “hill” thorough- 
ly. Scrape together the soil to 
raise the “hill” just an inch or so 
above the garden level. Later, as 
you weed and cultivate, scrape 
some of the-soil round-about up 
onto the hill to make it higher. 

If you have the space, plan for 
later plantings, about two weeks 
apart. But never less than three 
rows of hills, to insure pollination. 

Plant six or eight kernels in each 
hill. With the hoe point or a 
dibble, make holes about an inch 
deep, drop in the seed, cover it and 
press the soil down firmly. When 
the plants are about six inches 
high, thin to three or four plants 
to the hill. 

Now for the gardeners who have 
planned for corn rows in: their 
gardens. You may want to grow 
one of the husky hybrids of Gol- 
den Bantam if you have planned 
your space so that shading is not 
a problem. Golden Cross Bantam, 
Marcross Hybrid, or the white 
Evergreen Hybrid are three of a 
long list of popular hybrids. 

Make the most of your corn row 
space by planting in double rows, 
14 to 18 inches apart with 36 
inches between the double rows. 
There’s a choice of planting tactics. 
You can drop the seed kernels in 
holes along the rows or make an 
inch-deep furrow and drop in the 
kernels. I've found furrow plant- 
ing quickest and easiest. 


SPACING for the corn in the 
rows may be anywhere from 10 
to 24 inches; the experts don’t 
agree. In our city gardens, where 
we can water and nourish our 
plantings as they need it, I have 
found 12 to 14-inch spacing be- 
tween the stalks just right. 

You may use the 36-inch spaces 
between the double rows of corn 
for pepper plants, squash, cucum- 
bers or melons. ‘ 

Pole beans in the rows right 
along with the corn are another 
good project for efficiency plant- 
ing. Some growers plant the beans 
at the same time as the corn. I 
think it is better to let the corn 
get a good start and plant the 
beans when the corn is up six or 
eight inches. If you plan to use 
this good old “companion plant- 
ing” plan, allow at least 24 inches 
between the corn stalks in the 
rows and plant a hybrid variety of 
corn. The Golden Bantam is too 
short to be well adapted to prop- 
ping up the beans.

But to Hol- 
lywood the day fails to carry the 
special significance it does to the 
rest of the country, That's be 
cause every day is Mother's day in 
the land of celluloid make-believe, 
The movie mothers, a species un- 
known élsewhere, see to that. 


Without its movie mothers, Hol- 
lywood would be a strange place, 
indeed. Certainly it would lose 
much of its color. However, it 
would be a much better place in 
which to make motion pictures, if 
you accept the unanimous word of 
hundreds of studio executives 
whose duties bring them in daily 
contact with the most ambitious, 
relentless army of mothers ever 
gathered in one sector. 


Although there are dosens of 
ideal mother-daughter and mother- 
son combinations existent in the 
screen colony—some of which we 
will discuss later—the plain, un- 
varnished truth is that Moliywood 
is a place where mother stands out 
at her very worst. 

The average movie mother, as 
any casting director will quickly 
and probably profanely tell you, is 
a cold, relentiess, calculating wom- 
an, who will stop at nothing short 
of muYder to get her offspring .a 
break before the cameras.

“The typical movie mother is, 
nine times out of ten, a woman 
nursing a thwarted professional 
ambition of her own and deter- 
mined to realize that ambition 
through her child, 

“She is either divorced or sepa- 
rated from her husband. Many of 
Hollywood's most successful ca- 
reers, strangely enough, are found- 
ed on broken homes, 

“She ig in complete, dominant 


control of hér child and will fight - 


to the very end before relinquish- 
ing~ that control to another— 
whether it is the studio or an 
agent. 

“She is unscrupulous in her 
methods, unreasonable in her de 
mands and dealings with the studio 
and fails utterly to realize she is 
ruining, not aiding, her child’s op- 
portunities.” 

The records show only too bru- 
tally the extent to which career- 
maddened mothers will go in their 
efforts to push an offspring up the 
movie ladder. In too many in- 
stances, promising youngsters on 
the very brink of successful ca- 
reers and made miserable by un- 
bearable conditions at home, have 
rushed off into wild marriages, to 
be followed by divorce and, evén- 
tually, obscurity. 

Several unsav cases of “too 
much mother” have been brought 
to the attention of studio welfare 
departments in recent months. In 
most cases the studios have been 
unable to intercede because the 
children were minors still under 
the jurisdiction of the parent. 

However, there was one situa- 
tion pertaining to a nerve-shat- 
tered 18-year-old girl star a few 
months ago in which the studio 
did take a hand, by suggesting 
that the youngster move out of her 
mother’s home and take an apart- 
ment of her own. 

The girl followed her employer's 
advice, but the move only made 
matters worse. Morning after 
morning as the starlet left for 
work she found shoved under her

Assigned tothe leading role in one 
of the biggest picture of last year, 
her mother discovered on the eve 
of the production’s start that 
daughter was several pounds over- 
weight. Her costumes wouldn’t 
fit. A stringent dieting policy was 
instituted. The girl grew weaker 
and weaker, and under the strain 
of strenuous rehearsals, her nerves 
broke. She developed insomnia, 
walked the floors night after night. 
Then her mother began adminis- 
tering sleeping narcotics. The 
combination eventually caused her 
collapse on the stage. The studio 
investigated, discovered what the 
mother was doing, and placed the 
youngster under a doctor’s care. 
She was snapped out of it in time 
to make the picture and to score 
a tremendous hit in it. 
On the funnier side of the 


“mother-knows-best” picture was 
the break between a famous Irish 
actress, also weight-conscious, and 
her mother over a boy friend who 
insisted on stoking her with sweets 
and pastries. Himself stoutish and 
non-professional, the fellow felt 
that a little extra padding here 
and there wouldn’t do his girl 
friend a bit of harm. Every time 
he called at the house he brought 
a five-pound box of chocolates. 
Every time they went out for an 
evening, which was often, they in- 
dulged in a hot fudge sundae. In 
no time at all the girl was up to 
140 pounds. The studio was kick- 
ing. The mother fumed and threat- 
ened. It did no good, The young 
man seemed to, take a fiendish de- 
light in keeping his girl friend 
plump. Finally, mother left Holly- 
wood and her daughter to fend for 
herself. The fellow married the 
girl. She’s still plump. But she’s 
still a star. 


Naturally, there’s a prettier side 
to the picture, too, and while we 
haven't the space to go into that 


phase of it let us give you, as pow- 
erful influences for good behind 
the scenes, such combinations as 
Bonita Granville and her mother, 
Timmie Granville; Anne and Mimi 


Shirley; Frances and Ellen Dee; 
Ginger and Lela Rogers; Eleanor 
and Blanche Powell (who shows 
her devotion by breaking in Elea- 
nor’s dancing shoes); Laraine Day 
and her mother, Ada Johnson; and 
Greer and Nina Garson. 


Probably no mother of a film 
player is less obtrusive than Mrs. 
Granville but probably no mother 
has had and still has more influ- 
ence over her daughter than she. 
Her training ig evidenced at all 
times in the unaffected charm, 
good breeding and honest friendli- 
ness Of Bonita. The pair recently 
returned from a nation-wide per- 
sonal appearance tour in connec- 
tion with Bonita’s sleeper hit 
movie, “Hitler’s Children.” During 
this trying trip, Bonita won high 
commendation from everyone with 
whom she came in contact for her 
good manners, her poise and her 
willingness to be co-operative with 
press and public. Bonita, now 20 
and an only child, often plays golf 
with her mother, As one caddie re- 
marked, “They're as friendly as if 
they were no relation.” | 

Let the casting directors jeer at 
the. bromide, “Mother knows best.” 
There are still some Hollywood 
stars who should pay tribute to its 
truth and worth.

OTHER MAN'S VEST. 


Midget in Important Role of Broadway Play Says Life 
Has Its Difficulties for Persons His Size, but He 
Seems to Be Doing All Right.

NEW YORK, May 8. 


FTER a matinee of “Skin of 
Aou Teeth” the other after- 

noon we went home for tea 
with the baby mammoth of the 
piece. The baby mammoth is 
Andrew Ratoucheff, a Russian 
actor who stands three feet 
three inches tall, weighs 47 
pounds, and is about as polite 
aman as we have ever en- 
countered. 


In “Skin of Our Teeth,” 
Thornton Wilder’s strange new 
comedy about an Excelsior (N. 
J.) family who survive fire, 
flood, pestilence, the seven-year 
locusts, the ice age, the black 
pox and the double feature, a 
few dozen wars and a handful 
of depressions, Andrew plays a 
baby member of an extinct 
species of huge elephants. He's 
supposed, along with a dfmosaur, 


to be a sort of household pet — 


of the Antrobus family and he’s 
been winning some pretty warm 
notices from the New York 
dramatic critics. 


“Not many plays have roles 
for midget actors,” Andrew told 
us a trifle wistfully. “But in 
this role I have been given a 
great privilege. To endow this 
tiny mammal of an extinct 
species with an individuality is 
quite a trick. Yes?” 

The New York critics thought 
Andrew turned the trick quite 
well, and he has a book of clip- 
pings which he exhibits with 
considerable, and pardonable, 
pride. 

“Life,” Andrew told us gently, 
“has its difficulties for little 
people like me. My hat is al- 
ways getting knocked off in 
crowds. I can never reach the 
light switch. I cannot take part 
in ordinary conversations  be- 
cause it is difficult to make 
oneself heard when one seems 
always to be addressing the 
bottom button on another man’s 
vest, : 

Andrew is an amiable and 
philosophic little fellow. Born 
in Port Arthur, Manchuria, then 
a Russian possession, he is the 
unfortunate victim of what sci- 
ence terms ‘“mal-functioning 
ductless glands.” He dislikes 
being called a midget; would 
much rather be referred to as 
“a little person.” Both his par- 
ents were normal size. 

“When my father saw that I 
had stopped growing,” he _ ex- 
plained to us, “he decided that 
it would be best to surround me 
with friends of my own station. 
He was quite a well-known ac- 
tor in the south of Russia and 
so he organized a comedy com- 
pany of little people like myself 
and we toured Russia with 
much success until the Revolu- 
tion.” 

After the Revolution, the 
midget company fell upon lean 
years and finally in 1919 secured 
permission to leave Russia. 
They went to Constantinople, 
but since they could speak only

Russian, their success was any- 
thing but phenomenal. To rem- 
edy the situation, they took up 
ballet and did very well, tour- 
ing Italy, Greece and Egypt. | 

“In 1923,” Andrew told us, 
“we began to be noticed and re- 
ceive top billing in Paris and 
Brussels and London. In 1924 
we made a brief trip to the 
United States to appear in the 
‘Follies.’ There were 15 in our 
company then, but after my fa- 
ther died the company dwindled 
away and by 1939 there were 
only four of us left.” 

During the 20 years that the 
midget dancing company toured 
Europe, Andrew and his moth- 
er and father made their home 
at Villemonble, France. There 
Andrew had furniture built to 
his small scale and between 
theatrical bookings lived a 
quiet and comfortable life.

WAS never much of a 

| ballet dancer,” Andrew 

told us smilingly, “and 

so I did little specialty sketches 

with the troupe—you know, 

things like impersonations of 

Will Rogers or Maurice Che- 

valier. In each country we 

played, I studied the language, 

and was able to patter away in 

the native tongue of that coun- 
try.” 

In 1939, Andrew and his dwin- 
dling troupe were saved from 
being stranded midway in a 
tour of North Africa by an invi- 
tation from Morris Gest to ap- 
pear at the New York’s World 
Fair. At the Fair the little 
people did a Lilliputian version 
of the famous “Parade of the 
Wooden Soldiers,” and then An- 
drew went on tour with the 
“Follies Bergere.” 

Last fall, Andrew made his 
debut on Broadway in Saroy- 
an's turkey, “Talking to You.” 


In this he played the part of, 


a midget Gestapo agent. He 
got swell notices, but the play 
didn’t, and he found himself out 
of a job. Then along came the 
chance to do the role of the 
baby mammoth in “Skin of Our 
Teeth,” starring Tallulah Bank- 
head, Fredric March and Flor- 
ence Eldridge. 

“IT can’t imagine living with- 
out the theater,” Andrew sums 
up his life in show business. 
“Perhaps some day my dream 
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will come true and a play- 
wright will write a play in 
which the main character is a 
midget.” 


Thornton Wilder, author of 
“Skin of Our Teeth,” is, ac- 
cording to Andrew, now in the 
process of writing a new play 
for Tallulah Bankhead and is 
including in this play a role 
for Andrew. 


Andrew is very much flat- 
tered over Wilder's interest “in 
my little person” and he is 
also elated over the possibility 
that another New York play- 
wright may soon turn out a 
Play that will give him a 
chance at a really juicy role. 

“It is the story of a man 
who wants to be a great pian- 
ist but does not have the 
talent,” Andrew explains. “He 
finds this midget who is really 
a wonderful pianist and the 
man arranges to have a midg- 
et piano put inside a mute 
concert grand.

Scald milk with 
sliced onion, remove onion, and 
add milk to potatoes which have 
been rubbed through a sieve or 
potato ricer. Season with salt, pep- 
per and cayenne. Thicken with 
butter and flour creamed to- 
gether. Let boil two minutes. Pour 
into a hot soup tureen and 
sprinkle finely chopped parsley on 
top. 


_ ONIONS. 

Purchase two pounds of honey- 
comb tripe. Wash it well in cold 
water and cut into one and on 
half inch squares. Cover with boi 
ing water, add one sprig of p 
sley, one sliced carrot, a tiny piece 
of bay leaf, a few celery leaves, 
six peppercorns and one clove. 
Simmer over low heat until tender, 
or about three hours. In the 
meantime peel about 20 small 
white onions, cover with boiling 
salted water and cook until ten- 
der, or about 20 minutes. Also 
prepare two cups of rich cream 
sauce, and flavor with one-third 
cup tripe stock. Put the tripe and 
onions in the sauce, bring to boil- 
ing point and serve. 


NOODLE FISH RING. 
(Tuna or Salmon). 

Two large cups noodles; three or 
four eggs; 
salt; one and one-half tablespoons 
parsley, finely chopped; butter or 
substitute; dry bread crumbs. 

Break noodles into small pieces. 
Cook in rapidly boiling water 20 
minutes; drain. Beat eggs, add 
well drained noodles, salt, and pars- 
ley. Butter a ring mold and sprin- 
kle entire surface with dry bread 
crumbs. Turn in noodles and bake 
in a moderate oven (300 degrees 
F.) till firm. Carefully invert 
mold on a hot platter and fill cen- 
ter with creamed tuna or salmon. 

CREAMED TUNA FISH. 

One can tuna fish (two cups); 
three tablespoons butter; two ta- 
blespoons flour; two cups milk; 
one-half teaspoon salt; one-fourth 
teaspoon paprika. 

Fiake fish into small pieces, re- 
moving all skin and any bits of 
bone. Melt butter, blend in flour, 
salt and paprika; gradually adding 
milk, stirring until perfectly 
smooth and boiling point is 
reached. Add flaked tuna fish and 
when thoroughly heated, turn into 
center of noodle ring. Serve. 
MINCED LAMB ON FRENCH 

TOAST. 

If there is a small amount o 
meat left from the roast leg of 
lamb here is a recipe that you will 
find a little out of the ordinary to 
utilize it. You will need some of 
the thick lamb gravy, but in the 
event the gravy is all gone, fall 
back on beef extract or boullion 
cubes dissolved in hot water, then 
thickened with butter and flour 
creamed together. 

Remove all fat from roast lamb 
and cut meat into one-quarter inch 
cubes. To every cupful of minced 
meat add a cup of thickened gravy 
and heat thoroughly. Meanwhile 
cut white bread in slices of one-half 
thickness and remove crusts. Beat 
together two eggs, one-half cup 
of milk, one-eighth teaspoon of salt 
and one teagpoon of fresh onion 
juice. Dip sliced bread into pre- 
pared mixture and fry hot minced 
lamb on top. Sprinkle top with a 
pinch of finely chopped parsley 
over low heat until lightly browned.

Later, when the trip becomes 
a reality, you will get a lot more 
out of it. If worst comes to worst 
it would even be possible to im- 
prove one’s mind or complete an 
unfinished education. All of these 
things are free or practically so.

bring the books to your home, 
books are available to everyone 
and nobody need fear that his mind 
will be improved just because he 
reads a book; there are certainly 
some to please every taste.

ACK in 1935, a 22-year-old former football player, Irwin Shaw, 

emerged on the New York theatrical scene with an unusual 

and impressive one-act war play, “Bury the Dead,” It was 

evident that here was a playwright capable of contributing much 
to the stage. 

The New Theater League had spon- 
sored a playwriting contest: “Bury 
the Dead” came along two weeks too 
late to compete for the prize, but the 
judges thought so much of it that 
they published it in the league maga- 
zine, 

Shaw and a group of young actors 
finally succeeded in producing the play 
in a Fourteenth street theater, where 
it quickly attracted the attention of

ter with the feeling that Shaw had lived up to the considerable 


promise his earlier work had indicated. 

He has packed enough material in “Sons and Soldiers” for sev- 
eral plays. That in itself is a dangerous undertaking, likely to lead 
only to confusion and a slow pace. Not so with this production. 

‘Max Reinhardt’s direction, as well as the script, moves the 
action along rapidly and the dramatic points are sharply defined. 
The sets, designed by Norman Bel Geddes, who with Reinhardt 
and Richard Myers, produced the play, not only are handsome, 
but expertly devised for quick changes.

THE PLOT BEGINS about the time the last world war was 
ending. John and Rebecca Tadlock (played by Herbert Rudley 
and Geraldine Fitzgerald) have planned, as parents do, great things 
for the child Rebecca is carrying. Then their physician tells them 
that if she does have the child, the chances are 90 to 10 it will cost 
her life. 

Under stress of the shock and while weighing the possibilities 
ef what this troubled world would hold for the child, Rebecca 
faints, the subconscious mind takes over, envisions to her the life 
that will be experienced if she has the baby.

Miss Fitzgerald gives a fine performance. This young Irish 
actress came from Dublin in 1938 to appear in the Mercury Thea- 
ter’s “Heartbreak House,” and, after that, until recently in motion 
pictures. She handles both her light and tragic scenes with a 
sure skill. 

Gregory Peck, as Andrew, has made other good appearances 
here, but in “Sons and Soldiers,” he definitely establishes himself 
as one of our best young actors. Asa matter of fact, all the others 


in the large cast are good.

Ashima Takis Is Brought 
Here From Prison to 
Testify Against Butler 
and Erwin. 


General Lee Butler and David D. 
Erwin, Negro leaders of the Pacific 
Movement of the Eastern World, 
will go on trial Tuesday before 
United States Digtrict Judge Fred 
L. Wham in East St. Louis, charged 
with conspiracy to violate the war- 


time sedition statute and the Se- 
lective Service Law. They have 


Takis, “ who 
Movement here, has variously rep- 
resented himself as a Japanese and 
a Filipino. 

He was brought back from the 
Federal Correctional Institution at 
Sandstone, Minn., where he is serv- 
ing a sentence for forgery of a 
money order, and, pending the 
trial, ia held at the City Jail in 
St. Louis. 

Activities of the Pacific Move- 
ment were first disclosed by the 
Post-Dispatch a year ago. The 
Government alleges it was organ- 
ized by Takis, about 1932, under 
the direction of the Japanese Black 
Dragon Society, and served its 
Japanese sponsors as a medium for 
. promoting a “fifth column” among 
Negroes, many of whom joined 
without full understanding of the 
purposes of the organization, 

Both Erwin and Butler, the de- 
fendants in this trial, have been 
president of the Pacific Movement, 
and Erwin calls himself a bishop 
of the Triumph Church of the New 
Age. This church is described by 
the Government as a “pseudo-re- 
ligious” adjunct of the movement, 
which, for a small fee, would or- 
dain “ministers.” 

All members of the movement, 
the indictment alleges, were urged 
to become “ministers” so they 
could claim exemption from mili- 
tary service.

Three veterans who completed 


St. Louis last week reminisced 
yesterday, in discussions with a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, about the 
flames and other perils they had 
encountered in their long expe- 
rience, 

They are John L. Collier, 4144 
Farlin avenue, 88 years old, now 
a fire watchman at City Infirmary, 
and James Adams, 3644 Natural 
Bridge avenue, 74, a pipeman in 
Water Tower Company No. 2, 
1545 North Eighth street, both of 
whom joined the city Fire De- 
partment just 50 years ago yes 
terday, and Deputy Chief Frank 
Gailet, 4933 Chippewa street, 73, 
Deputy Chief of the Underwriters’ 
Salvage Corps, who went into that 


ago last Monday. 

Their records show they have 
been on duty at some of the big 
fires that frequently occurred 
along the downtown river front. 

ey were t the $1,500,000 fire at 

North Broadway in February, 
1900, that swept along the block 
to avenue before it was 
brought under control. Two years 
later they were at the fire at the 
American Tent and Awning Co., 
312-14 Chestnut street, which 
caused the death of seven fire- 
men, including First Assistant Fire 
Chief August Thierry. 

They remember thg fire at 
Christian Brothers’ College in 1916, 
when six firemen lost their lives 
under a falling wall, and the Mis- 
souri Athletic Club fire in 1914 that 
resulted in 39 deaths, Falling walls 


and other old buildings along the 
river front invited fires, it seemed, 
and we were always going to a 
blaze. A fire today doesn’t have a 
chance with modern equipment, 
and the newer buildings are not so 
likely to cave in., Safety regula- 
tions are better and prevent lots of 
big fires. Those old buildings just 
couldn’t stand fire, like the one 
that crumbled on Fire Chief Joseph 
W. Morgan recently. It was a usual 
thing to see buildings fall, but we 
usually knew which way they 
would collapse.” * 

From 1910 to 1926, which was the 
end of the horse brigade era, Col- 
lier had charge of the horse hos- 
pital. Out of 300 horses in the de- 
partment there were usually about 
30 in the hospital, he said. 

“At the hospital the veterinary 
would examine new horses for 
physical fitness and I would give 
them tests for intelligence and dis- 
position,” Collier continued. “After 
training, those horses performed 
wonders. They knew the number 
of alarm rings that was a call to 
fire. 

“When an alarm sounded, those

horses were waiting for the chains 
to drop at their stalls, so they 
could rush to their stations. And 
there was no foolin’ as they slid 
into position for us to snap on the 
harness that was hanging right 
over them, 

“They were as eager to get to 
the fire as anyone. I’ve seen them 
catch a hoof in the frog of a street 
rail switch, throw a shoe, and some- 
times fall down, but if possible 
they would get up and go on to 
the fire with injuries they never 
seemed to feel until they had done 
their job. 

“And those horses knew they 
had the right of way and were 
proud of it. But those maca 
streets were nothing to be proud 
of. At every intersection there 
wa sa raised stone crosswalk for 
pedestrians, and when we hit those 
at full gallop, we clung for our 
lives to the.wagon. Sometimes we 
found the fire shaken out of the 


the blaze.” 
Adams Was a Captain. 


Adams was a fire captain until 
injured in an accident about eight 
With his disability he 
asked for demotion to private and 
transfer to a job he could handle, 


that have been retained for emer- 
gency work. Adams was a pipe 
man in the early days. He ex- 
plained the operation that kept 
steamt up in the pumper boiler at 
the engine house, 


“When the fire truck moved out 
of the station,” he recaled, “the 
motion shut off a stationary gas 
heater and an automatic striker 
set a bunch of matches afire un- 
der excelsion in the grate on the 
truck. That started a fire set with 
old hickory bindling and lots of 


a blaze we had steam up and a 
good fire going as a rule.” 


The veteran firemen smiled in- 
dulgently as they commented on 
improvements in fire fighting 
equipment and in the contrast be- 
tween keeping horses fitted to 
shoes and keeping a gasoline mo- 
tor ready for the touch of a 
starter. 

“But the boys etill use the old 
brass poles to slide down from 
their bunks upstairs,” Adams 
grinned. 

Deputy Chief Gailet, who chose 
to say little about his career, dis- 
cussed the work of the privately 
supported Underwriters’ Salvage 
Corps. 

“We enjoy the same privileges 
going to a fire as the firemen,” 
he pointed out. “The Fire De- 
partment gives us the best co- 
operation in our work of trying’ to 
gave lives and property. Stock 
fire insurance companies support 
our work, which is governed by 
the National Board of Underwrit- 
ers and directed by five local in- 
surance men.”

Shell Tears 
His Clothes, 
Yank Unhurt 


Crossroads of Artil- 
lery Fire Is Not 
Meant for Comfort, 
Pyle Discovers.

HE day I’m writing about in 
T this column is one of those 
days when you sit down on a 
rock about once an hour, put your 
chin in your hand, and think to 
yourself: 

“What the hell am I doing here, 
anyway?” 

‘On this unforgettable Tunisian 
day between three and four thou- 
sand shells have passed over our 
True, most of them were 
in transit, en route to somewhere 
else, but enough of them were in- 
tended for us to make a_ fellow 
very somber before the day was 
over. And just as a sideline, a 
battle was going on 200 yards to 
one side, mines were blowing up 
jeéps on the other side, and Ger- 
man machine-gun bullets were 
zinging past with annoying persis- 
tency. : 

My outfit was in what was 
laughingly called “reserve” for the 
day. But when you hear soldiers 
who have been through four big 
battles say with dead seriousness, 
“Brother, this is getting rugged!” 
you feel that you would rather be 
in complete retirement than in re- 
serve.

Crossroads for Shells. 

LL day ‘we were a sort of 
A crossroads for. shells and bul- 

lets. All day guns roared in 
a complete circle ‘around us, About 
three-eighths of this circle was 
German, and five-eighths of f 
American. Our guns ‘were blasting 
the Hun’s hill positions ahead of 
us, and the Germans were biasting 
our gun positions behind us. Shells 
roared over us from every point 
of the compass. I don’t believe 
there was a whole minute in 14 


hours of daylight when the air 
above us was silent. 


The guns themselves were close |. 


enough to be brutal in their noise, 
and between shots the air above 
us was filled with the intermixed 
rustle. and whine of traveling 
shells. 


You can’t see a_ shell, unless 
you’re standing near the gun when 
it is. fired, but its rush through 
the air makes such a loud sound 
that it seems impossible you can’t 
see them. Some shells whine 
loudly throughout their flight. 
Others make only a toneless rus- 
tle. It’s an indescribable sound. 
The nearest I can come to it is 
the sound of jerking a _ stick 
through water. 


Some apparently defgctive shells 
get out of shape and make queer 
noises. I remember one _ that 
sounded like a locomotive puffing 
hard at about 40 miles an hour. 
Another one made a rhythmic 
knocking sound'as though turning 
end over end. We all had to 
laugh when it went over. 


They say you never hear the 
shell that hits you. Fortunately I 
don’t know about that, but I do 
know that the closer they hit the 
less time you hear them. Those 
landing within a hundred yards 
you hear only about a second be- 
fore théy hit. The sound produces 
a special kind of horror inside you 
that is something more than mere 
fright. It is a confused form of 
acute desperation, 


Each time you are sure this is 
the one. You can’t help but duck. 
Whether you shut your eyes or 
not I don’t know, but I do know 
you become instantly so weak that 
your joints feel all gen It takes 
about 10 minutes to get back to 
normal, 


Shells that come ios close make 
veterans jump just the same as 
neophytes. Once we heard three 
shells in the air at the game time, 
all headed for us. It wasn’t possi- 
ble for me to get three times as 
weak as usual, but after they had 
all crashed a hundred yards away 
I know I would have had to grunt 
and strain mightily to lift a soda 
cracker.

Sudden Changes. 


OMETIMES this enemy fi 

quiets down and you think the 
Germans are pulling back, until 
suddenly you are rudely awakened 
by a heinous bedlam of screaming 
shells, mortar bursts, and even 
machine-gun bullets. 


Here is an example of these sud- 
den changes. As things had died 
down late one afternoon, and the 
enemy was said to be several hills 
back, I was wandering around 
among some soldiers who were sit- 
ting and standing outside their 
foxholes during the lull. Some- 
body told me about a new man 
who had had a miraculous escape, 
so I walked around till I found 
him. 


He was Pvt. Malcolm Harblin of 
Peru, N. Y., a 24-year-old farmer 
who has been in the Army only 
since June. Harblin is a small, 
pale fellow, quiet as a mouse. He 
wears silver-rimmed glasses. His 
steel helmet is too big for him. 


He looks incongruous on a bat- 
tlefield. But he was all right in 
his very first battle, back at El 
Guetar—an 88millimeter shell hit 
right beside him, and a big frag- 
ment went between hig left arm 
and his chest, tearing his jacket, 
shirt and undefrshirt all to pieces. 
But he wasn’t scratched. 


He still wears that ragged uni-

U.S. Said to Have Plenty of War Gas 
And Best Protective Equipment 


*Tremendous’ Inland 


Arsenals Operating, 


‘Troops Issued World’s Finest Masks, Special 
Clothing and Chemical Detectors.

WASHINGTON, May 8 (AP).— 
Far inland to protect them from 
hostile planes, the United States 
has “tremendous” chemical ar- 
senals where Army scientists are 
working to produce deadly war 
gases for possible use against the 
Axis. 


This is the word from Maj. Gen. 
William. N. Porter, chief of the 
Army's Chemical Warfare Service, 


the enemy starts using war 
” said the General, “we have 


gases—among 

Lewisite which smeélis like geran- 
fums, suffocating phosgene which 
has the odor of musty hay, skin- 
burning mustard which smells like 


horseradish, and the tear 
e which has the 


“We know that the Germans and 
the Japanese have large quanti- 
ties of gases ready—gases that are 
designed to attack the lungs, and 
others that are designed to blister 
and burn the skin. But our 
ersenals can uce the same 
gases in almost unlimited quanti- 
ties if the need arises—and, more- 
over, our methods of protecting 
our own troops against enemy 
gases have kept pace with our pro- 


duction of these chemical weapons 
for offensive purposes.” 

Other officers of the service out- 
lined these protective measures. 
They said we have: 

1. The finest gas mask in the 
world—based on comparisons with 
captured enemy equipment — a 
mask that combines a maximum of 
protection with a maximum of 
comfort. And we not enly have 
equipped every man in the armed 
services with a mask and trained 
him in its use, but even our horses 
and mules have new masks that 
represent a vast improvement over 
the “feed bag” types of the first 
World War. 7 

Cellophane Capes Cover Body. 

2. Protective clothing, made of 
rubberized material or oilskin, to 
safeguard squads trained to decon- 
taminate areas exposed to gas; and 
methods of treating the regular 
clothing of soldiers to give them 
some protection against gases that 
permeate cloth. All troops going 
overseas also are issued new cello- 
phane capes for gas protection. 
They cover the entire body like a 


€988/ sack, and can be discarded after 


the attack. 

3. Chemicals with which to im- 
pregnate shoes for protection 
against the blistering gases like 
mustard which can seep through 
leather. 

4. Protective salves to neutralize 
the effect of blister gases on the 
skin. 

5. Chemical detectors — crayons, 
paints, powders and papers—which, 
by a change in color, would indi- 
cate the presence of a gas which 
might not be detected by the nos- 
trils. 

They said the chemical detectors 


—which work on the principle of 
litmus paper—would be esjecially 
useful in case the enemy should 
resort to the use of the only new 
class of war gases developed since 
World War I—the nitrogen mus- 
tard gases which have many of 
the properties of regular mustard 
a but which are practically odor- 
ess. 


“A soldier could wear an arm- 
band, for example, with a piece of 
detector paper pinned to it,” an 
officer said, “and a change in its 
color would warn him that it was 
time to put on his gas mask. 


“Or a daub of detector paint or 
crayon could be put on each sol- 
dier’s helmet so that each man 
could watch the helmet of the chap 
near him for telltale sffns that 
gas was in the air.” 


Gen. Porter says he is convinced 
that one reason gas has not been 
used on a wide scale up to. now 
by the enemy is that early cam- 
paigns were short and succeeded 
without resort to chemicals. Fear 
of retaliation in casualties among 
civilian populations may have been 
another factor, he says, but he 
adds that it is possible utilization 
of gas is being held in reserve for 
its surprise effect as a last resort, 
or if a stalemate is developed. 

Hitler and Mussolini have not 
forgotten, he contends, that it was 
Italy’s use of mustard gas in the 
Ethiopian campaign which brought 
that fight to a sudden end. 

Germany, he said, is a party to 
the Geneva protocol prohibiting 
the use of toxic gases in time of 
war, but “treaties signed and 
sealed have not restrained dic- 
tators from any course of action 
suited to their purpose.”

HE water color paintings on this 
page are the work of Athos Menca- 
boni of Dunwoody, Georgia, con- 

sidered by many as second only to 
John James Audubon as a painter of 
bird life. Menaboni, like Audubon, is a 
faithful observer of birds and paints 
them with meticulous detail. The water 
colors are from an exhibition of Mena- 
boni’s bird paintings now being shown 
in the art department of the St. Louis 
Public Library by the St. Louis Bird 
Club. The exhibition, which will con- 
tinue until May 15, coincides with the 
peak of the bird migration season in 
this area, which usually is reached to- 
day, May 9. It is on this date that the 
St. Louis Bird Club conducts its annual 
spring census. Last year 171 different 
species of birds were recorded in this 
area on this day. Why birds migrate 
still remains a mystery in ornitholog- 
ical circles, but a principal factor, no 
doubt, is a search for the most satisfac- 
tory conditions for breeding in summer 
and feeding in winter. The birds on 
this page are among those which 
migrate to this area each spring.

A strike of half a 
million miners under the leadership of John L. Lewis, which would 
have had a paralyzing effect on war industry, was abandoned 
Sunday to allow an additional 15 days x making new contracts 
to replace those which had expired. e lS-day truce was ar- 
ranged by Fuel Administrator Ickes and Lewis after the Govern- 
ment had taken over the mines and most of the miners had 
stopped work despite President Roosevelt's appeal to maintain 
production.
